THE INFANTRY DIVISION 


N important item in the emergency 

National Defense Program now be 
fore Congress is the $110,000,000 for the 
procurement of critical items for the 
Initial Protective Force. The equipment 
to be purchased under this program will 
supply most of the essentials to that force 
of approximately 400,000 Regular and 
National Guard troops which will go into 
active service immediately upon the 
declaration of an emergency. Behind the 
protection they will afford, the greater 
mobilization, of both troops and muni 
tions, will take place. 

sackbone of this fighting force will be 
the Infantry Division. By acquiring the 
weapons in the program now under con- 
sideration the Army will have essential 
equipment for 21 Infantry Divisions. 
Today there are no Divisions with modern 
equipment. 

While primary stress is placed by com- 
mentators on the effect Hitler’s huge 
force of bombers had in determining the 
outcome of the Munich conference, few 
stop to point out that Der Fuehrer also 
had behind him the force of 50 Infantry 
Divisions ready for action. He knew, and 
the other conferees knew, that without 
these troops and their ground instal 
lations, the great French Army could 
have swept across the Rhine and de 
stroyed the air bases, depots and factories 
which make the operations of the bomb 
ing squadrons possible. 

Few outside of the service realize the 
importance of the fully equipped division 
to the defense of the Nation. It is a self 
contained, balanced, fighting unit capable 
of performing virtually any offensive or 
defensive mission the Army commander 
may assign to it. Divisions are the links 
of which the Corps and Army are forged. 
The division, with its regiments of rifle- 
men, its supporting light and heavy artil- 
lery, its directing staff, engineers, medical 
and Quartermaster units, is the basic 
unit to the operation of which all smaller 
units contribute and of which the larger 
units are composed. It is the backbone of 
war on the ground. 

The United States does not contemplate 
maintaining any such numbers of divi- 
sions as those in being in Europe, but if 
the three Regular Divisions and the 18 
National Guard Divisions we now have 
could be supplied with modern weapons 
called for by the tables of equipment we 
would be in a position to offer a reason 
able defense against aggression. Under 
present conditions in the Regular Army 
only the Second Division, at Ft. Sam 
Houston, Tex., is sufficiently concentrated 
to work as a division. The First, center- 
ing in Ft. Hamilton, N. Y., is scattered 
over many posts, while the Third, on the 
Pacific Coast, has headquarters at Ft. 
Lewis, Wash., and its component units 
spread around five other posts including 
Chilkoot Barracks, Alaska. 

Much time and thought has been given 
in recent years to the reorganization of 
the Infantry regiment and the Division. 
New tables of organizations have been 
approved for the regiment and those for 
the Division are being given extended

Pay Action Deferred 


Any action on the Interdepartmental 
Pay Committee’s report appeared this 
week to be definitely stopped until after 
Congress clears the National Defense 
program from the committee rooms. 

Senator David I. Walsh, Chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, said 
that President Roosevelt had scheduled 
a meeting with the chairmen of the va 
rious interested committees on Tuesday, 
Jan. 31, to discuss the service pay situ- 
ation, but at the last minute the Presi 
dent called the meeting off. No motive 
for the President’s action could be ascrib 
ed by Senator Walsh other than the press 
of defense and other matters on the 
President’s time 

Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
at whose request the comprehensive re 
port of the Interdepartmental Pay Com- 
mittee was drawn up, said late this week 
that he believed that the next step in 
considering the report should be for the 
chairman of the committees to meet for 
a thorough discussion of the service pay

Test Defense Against Tanks 

A recent demonstration of antitank 
defense at the Infantry School gave strik- 
ing evidence of the effective measures 
that are being developed in halting or 
impeding the movement of tanks. The 
demonstration included three phases 

(1) The preparation by Co. “A”, 4th 
Engineers, of a road block, of logs and a 
felled tree, to check a pursuit at a defile. 
This was covered with rifle fire, and 
halted the pursuing tanks. 

(2) A demonstration of a tank attack 
ugainst prepared defensive position, in 
volving the use of antitank guns, mine 
fields, and natural obstacles. Of 17 at 
tacking tanks, only 2 were ruled to have 
gotten through to their objective. 

(3) A test of the efficacy of various 
types of obstacles, quickly placed mine 
fields, ditches, buried piles and rails, a 
berm excavated on a hill side so as to 
leave a steep face. The tank drivers dar 
ingly hurled their tanks against these 
obstacles without success. One tank, at 
tempting to negotiate the side-hill ob 
stacle, reared and turned completely over.

Navy ia Establish 
Corps for Air Pilots 


Rear Admiral Arthur B. Cook, Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, told the 
House Naval Affairs Committee this 


week that he believes the Navy will have 
to offer additional inducement to the 
youth of America in order to obtain the 
type of pilot which will be needed to 
man the Navy’s planes under the provi- 
sions of the defense program and the air 
base bill. He stated to the committee that 
he hoped to be able to provide two crews 
for every plane. 

To accomplish this, he suggested to the 
committee that, in his opinion, the pres- 
ent aviation cadet program be increased 
and graduates commissioned in the Naval 
Reserve as “Flight Ensign,” with promo 
tion by seniority up to the grade of 
“Flight Lieutenant Commander,” or even 
higher. 

In response to questioning following 
the hearing, Admiral Cook said that the 
Navy Department was giving serious 
consideration to adopting a system simi- 
lar to the British “Short Term Commis 
sion.” The British system takes in young 
men between the ages of 174% and 23, un 
married and with high physical and edu- 
cational standards and commissions then 
for seven years in the Royal Navy. The 
first two years are devoted to flight train 
ing, including preliminary Naval training. 
At the end of this 7 year period, they are 
permitted to volunteer for an additional 
8 year tour of duty and if accepted con- 
tinue in the service. If they do not choose 
to volunteer or are refused additional 
service, they are placed on an “Emerg 
ency” list for an eight year period, Dur- 
ing this period they are required to keep 
in flight practice and undergo active 
training for two weeks each year, or one 
month every other year. At the end of the 
eight year period they are placed on the 
retired list of the Royal Navy. 

Those officers designated by the Ad 
miralty for retention on active duty for 
the second or eight year period are given 
a chance for retention for a still longer 
period due to a provision in the law which 
states, “A few officers selected from those 
who have completed 15 years service may 
be allowed to remain for a further period 
with a view to qualifying for retired 
pay. Officers will qualify for retired pay 
on attaining the age of 40 or on complet 
ing 20 years service, whichever is later.” 

Young men who have attained the age 
of 22 at entrance are commissioned us 
acting sub-lieutenants (A), while those 
of lower age are commissioned as mid 
shipmen (A). All entrants serve a one 
year probationary period and may be re 
moved for misconduct or pliysical fail 
ure. Midshipmen (A) are cligible for 
promotion to acting sub-licutenant (A)

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A flood of editorial comment has been provoked by the recommendation to Con- 
gress by the Hepburn Board that Guam be fortified as an airplane and submarine 
base. 

The right of the United States to fortify the islands, especially in view of the 
allegations that Japan, illegally, has fortified islands mandated to her, was questioned 
by no paper, but many attacked the proposal as an unwise financial or diplomatic under- 
tuking. As many others were heartily in accord with all phases of the proposal to 
fortify Guam. 


The New Orleans, La., Vimes-Picayune comments, “A fortified American outpost 
would not menace Jupan, nor ‘cramp her style’ so long as she were peacefully disposed. 
It might, however, prove a serious, perhaps even an insurmountable, obstacle if her 
war lords have designs upon the Philippines or Ilawail. But Congress, by its action 
on this project, must go far toward decision of American policy in the Pacific; 
whether the United States shall ‘stand and fight’ on the line drawn by such remote 
outposts us Manila and Guam, or, with the grant of independence to the Philippines, 
plant its outermost defense base on the Hawaiian Islands.” 


The New York, N. Y., Herald-Tribune points out, “The bill for air and submarine 
bases, carrying $5,000,000 for the Island of Guam, went into Congress last week in a 
flurry of rather heavily ‘diplomatic’ denials and confusions. Actually, the provisions 
for Guam are very modest. Nothing said about fortifications. Since all this amounts 
to little more than the Japanese are understood to have done in their mandate 
islands (which the mandate forbids them to militarize), it makes their vociferous 
protests even more humorously inappropriate than before. With enough fortification 
to hold off any but a major attack, however, it would be a serious threat to any 
Japanese expedition into the Philippines and would presumably have to be reduced 
before such an expedition could be undertaken.” 


The Columbus, O., Dispatch violently disagreeing with the proposal, says, “It is 
enusy to see... Why internationally minded Americans whose idea is that Uncle Sam 
ought to police the whole world including the Orient, Great Britain to whose ad- 
vantage the move would be obvious and the realists in the Navy Department who 
think not so much in terms of implications as in those of defense measures and ship- 
for-ship and base-for-base checkmates ure all highly in favor of this step which 
would definitely and irrevocably project the United States into the Far East situation 
as an actively interested party.” 


The St. Louis, Mo., Post Dispatch says, “A fortified Guam might be considered a 
gun... It would insure the safety of the Philippines by threatening to cut any 
Japanese line of communications between Tokyo and Manila, Guam would also have 
to be taken before Hawaii or the Pacific Coast of the United States would be en- 
dangered, The United States really is under no obligation to consult Japan on a purely 
defensive step. If Japan wants to resurrect the old naval treaty of 1922, or give 
assurances of some degree of restraint and responsibility, now would be the time for 
negotiations. Guam would be an excellent bargaining point.” 


The Norfolk, Va., Virginian-Pilot comments, “It is small wonder that the Jap

unese are concerned. They know that Guam is a pistol pointed in their direction. If 
we raise it from a pistol to a rifle, figuratively speaking, or even to a cannon, they 
would feel very much as we should feel if the Japanese established a base within 
1,300 miles of California.” 


Support of the plan comes from the San Francisco, Calif., Chronicle, which says, 
“To fortify now, Japanese comment insists, shows an unfriendly and suspicious 
spirit. This interpretation comes strangely in view of the fact that Japan has heavily 
fortified the Pacific islands mandated to her, and which by the terms of the mandate 
she was forbidden to fortify. We have been gravely assured that this must not be 
interpreted as an unfriendly gesture. Now to complain about anything the United 
States wants to do at Guam or Wake is like the neighbors getting indignant because 
there is a new padlock on the henhouse door.” 


The Detroit, Mich., ree Press condemns the plans, saying, “Congress will do its 
complete duty to the Nation only if it scrutinizes the Pacific naval program of the 
President with the greatest care, in order to make certain that in emphasizing the 
offensive aspect of defense he is not making his plans much more offensive and pro 
vocative than defensive.” 


The New York, N. Y., Sun, points out that, “Almost 20 years ago the Joint Army 
and Navy Board recommended fortification of Guam to make it defensible against 
any force that could be brought against it. In this it was but following an even 
earlier recommendation by the great student of naval strategy, Rear Adm. Alfred 
T. Mahan.” 


The Christian Science Monitor, Boston, queries, “Guam must appear to many 
observers as a particularly vulnerable ocean salient. Ino fact, many map-gazers 
probably are wondering whether the Navy can defend Guam, or how the cost of 
defending it would compare in value with whatever interests the United States 
would defend by fortifying the island.” 


“Is our national policy both to free the Philippines and to guarantee their pro 
tection?’ asks the Baltimore, Md., Sun. “If that guarantee is given,” the San asks, 
“will an air base at Guam suflice to implement it? The first question cannot be 
answered; the second can. The Philippines are vulnerable to Japanese attack and 
Guam alone, no matter how heavily armed could not save them. Protection of these 
possessions could be insured only by fortifying Guam and giving it the full support 
of the American battle fleet. But in order to operate against the Japanese fleet in 
those distant waters our fleet would have to be a far more powerful weapon than 
anyone has yet proposed making it.” 


The Washington, D. C., Star, says, “Certainly if we are to remain a Pacific power 
and we are through retention of Hawaii, or as either continued occupants of the 
Philippines or as their protector if they receive final independence —in any of these 
contingencies, according to the reasoned and exhaustive findings of the experts who 
submitted the Hepburn report, fortification of Guam is an obvious and inescapable 
necessity.”

Col. Stephen A. Park, Inf.-Res., na- 
tional president of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, last week urged the Senate 
and House of Representatives Military 
Affair’s Committees to support legislation 
introduced by Senator Sheppard, chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Committee, 
and Rep. Harter, of Ohio, which would 
provide allowances for uniforms and pay 
for credits earned for reserve officers. 

Colonel Park contended that expenses 
of providing uniforms and of taking gov- 
ernment training were higher than the 
pay for reserve duties, and consequently 
muny young men were being forced to 
leave the Officers’ Reserve Corps. The cost 
of making a $50 allowance each year for 
three years for uniforms and of paying $1 
for each hour of credits earned in army 
extension courses and other forms of in- 
active status training, in excess of 20 
hours (with a limitation of 95 hours, or 
$75 to one officer per year), would be less 
than the economic loss to the government 
caused by failure of expensively trained

Colonel Park asked enactment of S. 508 
and HL. R. 3829, which would amend the 
National Defense Act to permit the allow- 
ance for credit hours and uniforms, and

The national president appeared before 
the House Committee on Friday, and the 
Senate Committee on Saturday. Prior to 
his appearance, a meeting of the execu- 
tive board of the association was held in 
the association's national offices here, 
Jan. 20 and 21, at which Colonel Park’s 
proposed testimony was discussed.

Last year, 
650 reservists were given active duty 
under the act; this year budget estimates 
eall for training for only 500. 

The text of Colonel Park's testimony 
before the House and Senate Military Af 
fairs Committees follows : 

1. General Mission of the Organized Reserves 

As there are only 12,760 officers in the Reg 
ular Army and about 13,000 officers in’ the 
National Guard, it is estimated that the Offi 
cers’ Reserve Corps must furnish at least 
80% of the officer personnel for the National 
Army required for the first phase of a major 
National Emergeney. 

A large percentage of this Officers’ Reserve 
Corps would be needed immediately for Regu 
lar Army active and inactive units, for the 
Corps Area Service Commands and for other 
M-Day duties. 

It would have to furnish the great bulk of 
the officer personnel for the Organized Re 
serve divisions which would be organized, 
trained and equipped and be made available 
for service in the theater of operations in ac 
cordance with the demands of the emergency. 

To quote from the Annual Report of the 
Secretary of War, 1038: 

“Continuous progress in individual and 
organizational proficiency has character 
ized the activities of the Organized Re 
serves. In the event of a grave national 
emergency, upon the officers of this com 
ponent of the Army of the United States 
eventually will fall the brunt of our mili 
tary effort.” 


If. Strength and Composition of the 
Organized Keserves 


There are at present on the active list of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps (i. e. eligible for 
assignment, active duty and promotion), a 
total of 100,116 officers, of Whom 65,552 belong 
to the Arms or combatant branches, and 34,564 
belong to the Services or non-combatant

Charging that Congress had been “mis- 
led” by the Navy Department with re- 
gard to the flow of promotion in the rank 
of rear admiral, Representative Melvin 
J. Maas, of Minn., ranking minority mem- 
ber of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee this week introduced a bill (HR 
8531) designed to force attrition in the 
flag rank. 

The bill provides for selection of rear 
admirals from the lower half to the upper 
half, with the involuntary retirement of 
lower half rear admirals passed over 
twice for promotion to the upper half. 
The bill also provides that when a rear 
admiral is made vice admiral or admiral, 
all officers senior to him who were not so 
selected would be retired. Under the pro- 
posed legislation, an admiral of the lower 
half will be deemed to have been con- 
sidered for promotion to the upper half 
when an officer junior to him is so se- 
lected. 

In a statement of the intent of the bill 
which he has introduced, Mr. Maas de- 
cared, “I proposed the selection of rear 
admirals of the lower half for promotion 
to the upper half last year, but com- 
promised on a milder provision designed 
to create a flow in the flag ranks by 
maintaining an average number of vacan- 
cies each year. 

“Congress believed the provision to 
carry this out, as in the 1938 act, would 
accomplish such a flow. However, it now 
turns out that Congress was misled by 
representations from the Navy Depart- 
ment in this matter. As a result of the 
acceptance of this compromise suggested 
by the then Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, no admiral will ever be forced to 
retire. The Navy has constantly defended 
its selection system on the basis of the 
necessity for a constant and rapid flow 
of promotion. This is now stopped at the 
top. 

“I am proposing to give the Navy a 
genuine flow of promotion which will ex- 
tend right through to the top. Of course, 
selection boards that pick captains for 
rear admirals make mistakes. Naval dis- 
tricts are loaded with them. I feel that 
if a rear admiral, after having been in 
the grade some time, is not competent for 
one of the higher sea commands, and a 
junior officer must be picked for the as- 
signment, that the senior officer’s useful- 
ness to the Navy is over. Any other duty 
he might successfully perform can be 
done just as well if not better by younger 
admirals. 

“The enactment of this bill will give the 
younger admirals a chance at the high 
sea commands which is now denied most 
of them.” 

Mr. Maas also announced his intention 
of introducing a measure providing for 
the retention of officers of the Navy high 
command, after their retirement, as an 
advisory committee to the Secretary of 
the Navy. Declaring that the experience 
of these officers is too valuable to lose, he 
said, “In connection with my proposal to 
provide selection to the upper half, I am 
working on a measure to create an ad- 
visory committee to the Secretary of the 
Navy of retired full admirals. These offi- 
cers have gained great experience and 
still have great value, certainly, in an ad- 
visory capacity. I think it is needless 
waste to entirely shelve them automati- 
cally at 64. I am sure they would be 
glad to continue in a useful capacity as 
members of a board to advise the Secre- 
tary of the Navy.” 

; The bill, as introduced by Mr. Maas, 
is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That no offi- 
cer shall pass from the lower half of the 
grade of rear admiral to the upper half of 
that grade until the board provided by sec- 
tion 13 (a) of the Act approved June 23, 1938 
(52 Stat. 951; 34 U. S. C. 398a), has so recom- 
mended and such recommendation has been 
approved by the President. Afte™ having 
been twice considered by such yard and 
having failed to be recommended, an officer 
Shall be placed upon the retired list on June 
30 of the fiscal year in which he so failed the 
Second time, with retired pay at the rate of 
‘9 per centum of his active-duty pay. An offi- 
cer shall be deemed to have been considered by 
re board when an officer junior to him has 
een recommended by the board to pass to 
the upper half of the grade of rear admiral. 

See. 2. Any officer in the grade of rear ad- 


miral who shall not have served in a higher 





rank shall be retired with 75 per centum of 
his active-duty pay on June 30 of the fiscal 
year in which an officer junior to him attains 
the rank of admiral or vice admiral for ser- 
vice afloat. 





Defense Bill Hearings 


The House Military Affairs Committee 
expects to conclude hearings on the 
President’s $552,000,000 national defense 
program this week, Representative An- 
drew J. May, chairman of the committee 
announced. The committee’s hearings on 
the program have for the most part been 
conducted in executive session. At their 
termination the committee will act on 
the omnibus bill carrying out the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations, which was _ in- 
troduced on Jan. 31 by Representative 
May. The bill probably will be taken up 
by the committee in executive session 
eurly next week. 

The recommendations for national de- 
fense made by President Roosevelt in his 
message to Congress, Jan. 12, were em- 
bodied in the omnibus bill introduced by 
Chairman May. This will be taken up by 
the committee next week. 

The bill provides for the repeal of the 
Act of June 24, 1926, and the striking out 
of Sect. 8 of the Act of July 2, 1926, with 
the substitution of a new Sect. 8, author- 
izing 6,000 planes for the Army Air Corps. 

Sect. 2 authorizes the detail of Army 
personnel to technical institutions and 
industrial plants for instruction in avia 
tion. Sect. 3 authorizes enrollment of 
students of civilian flying schools at the 
Air Corps Training Center. Sect. 4 au- 
thorizes the loan of aviation equipment 
by the Army to accredited civilian avia- 
tion schools at which military personnel 
are being instructed. 

Sect. 5 provides for amendment of Sect. 
1 of the Act of Aug. 30, 1985, Amending 
the National Defense Act, to permit en- 
rolilment with the Regular Army for one 
year’s active duty of second lieutenants 
of the Reserve in suflicient numbers to 
maintain on active duty at all times up to 
1,000 Reserve officers of the promotion 
list branches, other than Air Corps: up to 
3,000 Air Corps reservists, and up to 300 
Reserve officers in non-promotion list 
branches. 

Sect. 6 amends Sect. 2 of the same act 
to permit commissioning in the Regular 
Army. in nearly equal numbers each year, 
of sufficient officers to bring the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Army to peace- 
time strength on June 30, 1949. Sect. 7 
amends Sect. 24e of the National Defense 
Act to set up the methods of adding com- 
missioned personnel to the various 
branches of the Army. Sect. 8 sets new 
strengths for the number of officers in 
the various branches of the service, mak- 
ing total of 16,719 officers. 

Sect. 9 amends the Act of June 11, 1938 
by increasing the quota from 21,500 to 
45,000. Sect. 10 is a qualifying section, 
while Sect. 11 amends Sect. 2 of the act 
of June 16, 1936, to provide payment of 
$500 to any Air Corps Reserve Officer, on 
active duty three years or more, who is 
not selected for commission in the Regu- 
lar Army. 

Sect. 12 authorizes appropriation of 
$23,750,000 for Panama Canal defense im- 
provements. Sect. 13 amends Sect. 4 of 
the Act of June 16, 1938, to authorize ap- 
propriation of $32,500,000 for educational 
orders, 

Late this week, Representative James 
W. Wadsworth, of N. Y., who last week 

yas named chairman of the Republican 
policy committee on national defense, ap- 
peared before the committee to state his 
views on the program. Representative 
Wadsworth is considered to be one of 
the best informed men in Congress on 
National Defense matters. Members of 
the committee would not comment on 
Representative Wadsworth’s testimony, 
although it is understood that he discuss- 
ed industrial features of the program. 

Earlier in the week, Mr. Kern Dodge, 
President of the Air Defense League, 
presented the views of his organization 
to the committee in open hearing. Mr. 
Dodge advocated the creation of the post 
of Secretary of National Defense and the 
abolition of the posts of Secretary of 
War and Secretary of the Navy. Under 
his plan, there would be four assistant 
secretaries to the Secretary of National 
Defense, one for Military, one for Navy, 





one for Air, and one for industrial mobili- 
zation affairs. 

Concerning the President's program, 
he said he favored increased air strength 
but that at present “even more serious 
is the utterly inadequate understanding 
of its use and place in the scheme of na- 
tional defense.” He charged that there 
was a lack of a properly coordinated 
policy between branches of the armed 
services in procurement, training and op- 
eration and that the personnel situation 
in the air branches of the services was 
poorly organized. He cited the present 
system, whereby the various committees 
of Congress sit on defense needs inde- 
pendently and said that none of the com- 
mittees are “thoroughly cognizant of 
what the others are doing.” 

He continued to say that “The entire 
(air) personnel situation of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps is cumbersome, 
inefficient and impossible from a logical 
air defense standpoint. 

“Would it not be better to establish 
permanent air bases and recognize the 
fact that you have to properly compensate 
technicians and to employ at those bases 
independent personnel, permanently at- 
tached, among whom would be naviga- 
tors, meteorologists, radio operators, gun- 
ners, pilots, engine repairmen, airplane 
repairmen, airplane welders, mechanics, 
machinists and various others all especi- 
ally skilled in the upkeep and use of a 
highly scientific unit like an airplane” 
Mr. Dodge asked the committee. 

Ile told the committee that the greater 
portion of the money alloted for airplanes 
should be spent for “flying fortresses,” 
which he described as “one of the most 
phenomenal ships in the history of avia- 
tion.” At this point he intimated that the 
committee had not been advised by the 
War Department as to the tremendous 
potentialities of the large bombers and 
stated that the bombers could out speed 
any American pursuit ship now in pro- 
duction. 

Ile also declared that “petty jealousy” 
hetween the armed services now blocks 
full development of air power. The 
bomber, he said, is essentially a striking 
weapon and should be employed in that 
manner as a separate and distinct arm, 
rather than as an auvxilliary to land 
forces. 

Turning to the air personnel situation, 
he advocated increased use of enlisted 
men as pilots and the lowering of educa- 
tional and physical requirements for fly- 
ing in the Army and Navy. 

Returning to the policy of the Air De- 
fense League, he charged that the present 
Congress should create a separate and 
distinct air arm, for reasons of economy 
and strength.

situation as outlined. 

Ile pointed out that the only meeting 
held so far to consider the report was of 
a preliminary nature and said that no 
comprehensive study of the document 
had been made by the committee chair- 
men as a group. 

Senator Walsh, queried on his views, 
said that he had not as yet studied the 
priorities outlined in the report very 
thoroughly but that he favored increased 
pay for service personnel. 

Representative Carl Vinson, Chairman 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
said that due to the high priority of the 
Hepburn air base bill, upon which his 
committee is conducting all-day hearings, 
he had not been able to devote as much 
time as he would like to the Pay Com- 
mittee report.

allowances for these officers is the same 
as for officers of the regular Royal Navy. 

Navy oflicials concede that some modi- 
fications are necessary to make the above 
outlined plan applicable to the American 
Navy, with either a retired pay or lump 
sum allowance for officers going out with 
less than 20 years service, but say that in 
general it is the type of organization 
that would be most practicable for the 
American Navy in its present need for 
officer pilots. 
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War Games Ready to Start 

The United States Fleet, 140 vessels 
strong is completing its first week of 
training maneuvers, drills and exercises 
in the Caribbean Sea, and will shortly— 
on Feb, 13-—start its execution of Fleet 
Problem XX, destined to test the ability 
of an enemy fleet to take the Panama 
Canal, or of a defensive fleet to hold that 
waterway. 

President Roosevelt stated yesterday 
that he might be able to visit the Carib- 
bean sea to watch the Fleet Maneuvers, 
The President said detinitely that he 
would not visit Guantanamo, but might 
be able to leave for the Caribbean from 
Charleston, S. C., about Feb. 15. If the 
trip is made the President will be away 
from Washington about 10 days or two 
weeks, 

In addition to the 140 ships, 600 planes 
are participating in the maneuvers, while 
a total of approximately 58,000 men and 
3,000 officers, or about 61,000 sailors and 
Marines, will be engaged. 

When the war games commence the 
fleet units and planes will be split up into 
the White or attacking fleet and the Black 
or defending force. Navy officers are 
keeping secret the way in which the forces 
will be divided. It was stated, however, 
that the two forces would contain every 
type of ship. 

An indication, however, that some ves- 
sels will be “designated” as vessels of an- 
other class was afforded by the fact that 
the flagship of Vice Adm, Adolphus An- 
drews, C-in-C of the defending Black 
fleet, will be the Cruiser Indianapolis, his 
regular flagship as commander of the 
Scouting Force, It may be, therefore, that 
the commencement of the games will see 
the USS Indianapolis and perhaps other 
lighter vessels sailing as battleships. 

The USS California is the flagship of 
Admiral FE. C. Kalbfus, commander of the 
attacking White fleet, 

The execution of Problem XX will end 
roughly on March 5. This date may be ad- 
vanced by the “sinking” of either fleet or 


the possible “capture” of the Panama 
Canal, 
Battleground of the opposing forces 


will be the reaches of the Caribbean, in- 
cluding the West Indies and the Lesser 
Antilles. Bases of the fleet are Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, and Gonaives, Haiti, 

During the past two weeks Marine 
forces, divided between Culebra and Vie- 
ques, have taken part in landing sorties 
on Vieques Island. Marines on the island 
have fought off the landing of Marines in 
boats with artillery, tanks and planes, 
Artillery and tanks have also been carried 
in the attacking boats, the landing of 
which has been covered by airplanes. The 
Marines have alternated between holding 
the shore positions and attempting the 
landings, so that all men could receive 
training in both phases of the maneuvers, 

Marines on the islands include the 5th 
Marines, a battalion of the 10th Marines, 
artillery, the Ist Engineer Company, the 
Ist Chemical Company, and the First 
Tank Company, comprising the First 
Brigade, under command of Brig. Gen, 
Rh. P. Williams, USMC. Four squadrons 
totaling 54 planes—fighting, bombing, 
scouting and utility—comprising Aircraft 
One, Fleet Marine Force, are participat- 
ing in Fleet Landing Exercise No, 5, under 
command of Col. Roy 8S. Geiger. 

The Marines will return to Quantico, 
from which place they left on Jan, 12 for 
the Caribbean, about the middle of March. 

The fleet itself will visit Caribbean 
ports between March 6 and 12, will en- 
gage in exercises from March 13 to April 
10, and then will sail for Hampton Roads, 
remaining there from April 15 to April 
27. The submarines during that time will 
be based at New London. The fleet will 
also go north, visiting New York from 
April 29 to May 17, and will then return 
to Hampton Roads, preparatory for sail- 
ing May 22 for San Pedro and San Diego. 
Arrival on the West Coast is scheduled 
for June 14,

An amendment to the bill appropriat-

ment read, “See, 8. None of the funds 
appropriated by the Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act of 1938 or by this joint 
resolution shall be used for the manu- 
facture, purchase, or construction of any 
Naval vessel, any armaments, munitions 
or implement of war for military or naval 
forces; and no funds herein appropriated 
or authorized shall be diverted or allo- 
cated to any other department or bureau 
for such purpose.” 

In proposing the amendment, Senator 
Clark said: 

Since 1933 we have gone on year after year 
at an increasing ratio of expenditures for 
the Army and Navy. Last year we appropri- 
ated, on the surface of the matter, over $1, 
200,000,000 for the support of the Army and 
Navy; and in devious ways, from WPA ap 
propriations and in other ways, expenditures 
to the extent of many, many million dollars 
more were made, Yet we are told, at the end 
of all those expenditures, that the country is 
completely unprepared, and that there has 
been a shameful lack of appropriations. 

Mr. President, | think Congress ought to 
determine what the needs of the Army and 
Navy are, and that those needs ought to be 
met by proper appropriation bills, so that 
we may all look at them and see how much 
has been spent and is being spent on the 
national-defense program. If funds are ap- 
propriated for relief and for the unemploy 
ment situation they should not be diverted 
to any other purpose.

Thrift Club 

“Why should one in the military ser- 
vice save a portion of his monthly in- 
come?” 

Answering this question for the Ft. Bel- 
voir Thrift Club, Chaplain Alva J. Bra- 
sted writes: 

The man in the military service should re- 
member that even though he may retire after 
thirty years’ service on three-fourths pay that 
when he dies this retired pay will be discon- 
tinued, and unless he has a considerable sav- 
ing in reserve those dependent upon him may 
be left in want. 

Officers find it difficult and often impossible 
to educate their children properly on = the 
salary received, The officer stationed here and 
there, seldom near a college and often without 
aecess to a high school, is compelled to send 
his children away to school. A few thousand 
dollars of savings will make possible a good 
education for the children. 

If a savings account is necessary for an offi- 
cer, certainly the enlisted man with a family 
should regard monthly saving as imperative; 
and where is the young man who does not 
look forward to the time when he will have a 
home of his own? 

If one does not save now he never will, gen- 
erally speaking. There will always be excuses 
for not saving. 

The habit of saving makes for economy, all 
good habits, and excellent character. 

The man who saves will have the funds to 
pay his debts and will not have to borrow, 

The practice of thrift safeguards one from 
foolish spending, and from improvident 
friends who are ever seeking a loan. 

A dollar wisely invested is good for the 
community. Keep your dollars working, 
bearing fruit for yourself and the country. 

Wise saving is a sure cure for certain harm- 
ful habits which all can name. The man who 
saves all he can will not waste his substance 
in places of bad influence. I knew a company 
that did not have a court-martial or a case of 
desertion for two years and never had a 
drunk on pay day. During that time every 
member of that company had a substantial 
monthly savings account. 

The U. S. Government pays enlisted men 
four per cent interest on savings. Postal Sav- 
ings yield two per cent interest, and deposits 
as small as a dollar may be made. To invest 
in life insurance (if company is reputable) is 
an excellent way to practice thrift. 

A great many of our comrades are saving 
systematically. In some cases expenses may 
be such that saving every month is not prac- 
ticable, but most of us can save at least a 
few dollars every month. Get the habit. Start 
this pay day. 

“Save all your pennies, and count all your 

rocks, 

And you'll always have tobacco in your old 

tobacco box; 

For every little bit, added to what you got, 

Makes just a little bit more.”

Airship Bids Postponed 


Opening date for bids on rigid airship 
No. 6 has been postponed from Feb. 2 to 
March 2 at the request of prospective 
bidders, it was stated this week by the 
Navy Department. 

Rigid airship No. 6 will be of approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 cubie feet and will be 
somewhat under 325 feet in length. She 
was authorized in the Naval Expansion 
Act of May 17, 1938, which permitted the 
appropriation of $3,000,000 for a rigid 
airship of a capacity not to exceed 1,- 
000,000 cubie feet, fabric- or metal- 
covered, to be used for training, experi- 
mental and development purposes, 

Funds were provided by the Second De- 
ficiency Appropriation Bill of June 25, 
1938, which set aside money “for the com- 
mencement of the construction of a rigid 
airship to cost not to exceed $3,000,000.”

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired. 

2. Revision of the promotion system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned; perfection of the Navy Line Personnel Act ; 
authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general. 

8. Balanced, orderly expansion of the land, sea and air forces and merchant marine so as 
to provide services that will effectively discharge the missions confided to them, and perfection 
of facilities for gearing industry to them in times of emergency. 

4. Resumption of reenlistment allowances; reform of retirement, pension and disability 
laws for enlisted men; and an increase in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical 
knowledge and skill aes by modernization. 

5. A National Guard to be increased in personnel and materiel in proportion to expansion 
in the general defense establishment; 14 day training annvally for eligible Army reserve offi- 
cers; funds for carrying forward the purposes of the Thomason Act; appropriations for the 
expansion program of the Naval Reserve. 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business. 





IN SPITE OF THE STRONG GROUNDS justifying a general revision of the 
pay schedules, which have appealed to Congress, it now appears that responsibility 
for action or non-action is to be borne by the President. The Chairmen of the Service 
Committees are to discuss the matter at the White House just as soon as there is a 
lull in the consideration of the latest National Defense program. The trend toward 
the reduction of government expenditures, which Congress has expressed in its slash 
of 150 millions from the current Relief appropriation, admittedly is apt to influence 
the Chief Executive against general increase heretofore urged by the Secretaries of 
War and Navy. In the face of this attitude, there is no likelihood that there will be 
any substantial changes in the existing schedules at this time. However, there are 
certain ranks which we feel the President should regard as requiring more satisfac- 
tory compensation. These include the junior officers and the enlisted men of both 
Services, and, Brigadier Generals and the lower half of the grade of Rear Admirals. 
The enlisted men of the Army and the Navy, by the nature of their duties, are be- 
coming high class mechanics and even technicians. Through the system in vogue in 
the Navy, there is more rapid pay advancement for the enlisted men than is the case 
in the Army. Their pay should be increased and equalized. To them, also, the re- 
enlistment allowance should be restored. The Junior officers of both services are 
inadequately paid; this is admitted. There is no increase in pay for men appointed 
to be Brigadier Generals and lower half Rear Admirals. Rank increases responsibility, 
and responsibility in any business means higher pay. We trust the President will 
consider these facts, and when he consults with the Military and Naval Committee 
chairmen, will advise them that he will approve a bill providing for moderate ad- 
vances in pay at least of the ranks referred to above. 


THERDP WILL BE GENERAL AGREEMENT as to the power of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to deal with all matters relating to the finances of the Government, 
but there will be general disapproval of his actions in respect of affairs which pe- 
culiarly are within the control of the War and Navy Departments. The fact that he 
has a Procurement Division, with Rear Admiral Peoples, of the Navy Supply Corps 
as its Chief, does not equip him with authority to interfere with the procurement 
activities of the Services, or justify him in giving foreign agents access to Service 
secrets and improvements. According to leaks from the Military and Naval Committees 
of Congress, the Treasury officials were the main movers in the plan to turn over to a 
French Aviation Mission our latest airplane developments. The President told the 
press that the Mission obtained no information of a secret character, which is re- 
assuring, but if the reports at the Capitol be correct Mr. Morgenthau contemplated 
exactly that design. As the Army and the Navy well know, the progress in airplane de- 
velopment is not by inches, but by leaps and bounds, and the inventions and dis- 
coveries which produce it must be guarded so that the Nation will be constantly at 
the forefront in this aspect of its defense. To permit the French mission to inspect 
these inventions and discoveries would inure not only to the benefit of France but 
to her Allies, which, of course, would be supplied by Paris with the information in 
its possession. As a result there would soon be general knowledge of the latest 
American advances, and the advantages which flow from our superiority in research 
and development would be lost. This may seem of negligible importance to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, but it is of the highest importance to the country and to the 
devoted officers of the Air branches of the Army and the Navy, who are endeavoring 


constantly to produce diverse types of planes which will be faster and better equipped ! 


for war service than those of any other nation. It is to be presumed that Secretary 
Morgenthau came into the picture because of the financial relations between his De- 
partment and the French Government. Whether he was originally appealed to in con- 
nection with the financing of French purchases has not yet been revealed, although 
the Johnson Act forbids loans to any World War debtor. In any event, the authori- 
ties to pass upon the question of the advisability of communicating military secrets are 
_— ew War and Navy Departments. Mr. Morgenthau should never lose sight

and incentive on the part of these officers to 
remain active in the Corps. 

The losses in the group having World War 
experience, while particularly great (77% in 
16 years), are more readily understandable 
than those in the groups of younger officers. 
Death, physical disability and pressure of 
civilian occupations have naturally exacted a 
terrific toll among the older officers. 

In the ROTC group, while over 92,000 have 
been commissioned since 1920, as shown 
above, only 50,000 of these are now on the ac- 
tive list of the Officers’ Reserve Corps. This 
represents a loss of 46%. 

In the CMTC group, over 8,000 have been 
commissioned since 1920, and we find only 
3,800 of these still active. This represents a 
loss of approximately 43%. 

While the total losses in the ROTC and 
CMTC groups since 1920 have been somewhat 
less than 50%, in the late years they have 
been much greater, e.g. the number of ROTC 
graduates commissioned in the ORC increased 
from 47,343, on June 30, 1936, to 48,373, on 
June 30, 1937, a gain of only 1,030, although 
5.704 ROTC graduates were commissioned in 
1937. Thus, in this particular year, the losses 
among officers secured from the ROTC in 
former years amounted to 80% of the number 
of newly commissioned ROTC graduates. 

During the same year, the number of 
CMTC graduates commissioned in the Corps 
increased from 3,678 to 3,718, a gain of only 
40, although 347 CMTC graduates were com- 
missioned during the fiscal year 1937. 

Attempting to alleviate these losses, the 
War Department has recently cancelled the 
requirement of physical examination as a 
condition for the first reappointment, and 
has provided for automatic promotion to the 
grade of first lieutenant in the case of 
graduates of senior ROTC units. 

While these liberal provisions may have 
been responsible for the slight improvement 
shown in the figures as of June 30, 1938, they 
are hardly calculated to cure the real cause 
of the losses. 

After many years of careful study and in- 
vestigation, our Association has become con- 
vinced that the basic cause of these heavy 
losses of Reserve Officers, particularly those 
of junior grades, is economic, 

It is an indisputable fact that most Re- 
serve officers on the active list, especially 
those of the junior grades, actually spend 
more money in providing themselves with the 
necessary uniforms and equipment and main- 
taining their military proficiency through 
various forms of inactive status training than 
they receive in the form of active duty pay. 

That so many have been willing to make 
such financial sacrifice during a long period 
of general economic distress speaks volumes 
for the loyalty and patriotism of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. While the older officers, more 
firmly established economically, can more 
readily afford such a hobby or avocation, 
most of the officers of junior grades, ex- 
periencing real difficulty in making a bare 
livelihood, naturally cannot stand this addi- 
tional financial burden—hence the majority 
are resigning or allowing their Reserve com- 
missions to lapse at the end of 5 years or 10 
years. 

Naturally these losses in Reserve officer 
personnel are not only serious from the Na- 
tional Defense standpoint; but they also indi- 
cate that the Government is losing a large 
percentage of the money invested in the 
ROTC as a means of securing trained leaders 
for a national emergency. It is estimated 
that the average cost of producing an ROTC 
graduate is $1,100. The loss of 42,000 such 
graduates from the ORC since 1920 thus means 
& total loss of over $46,000,000 for the 18-year 
period. And if we are now losing 3,000 to 
4,000 of such graduates each year, it is safe 
to assume that this represents an annual 
monetary loss of about $4,000,000. 

With the sole desire to develop the esprit, 
morale and efficiency of the Organized Re 
serves and to make it a truly strong and 
reliable component of the Army of the United 
States, our Association submits and urges 
adoption of its plan, which we are convinced 
is the only logical and effective solution for 
this problem. 

Inasmuch as a Reserve officer is at present 
hot entitled to pay and allowances except 
when on active duty, 8-508, introduced by 
Senator Sheppard, proposes to amend the Na- 
tional Defense Act so as to permit the grant- 
ing of allowances for inactive status training 
and for uniforms and equipment. 

The specific plan set forth in S-507, also 
introduced by Senator Sheppard, is in two 
parts. The first part calls for an allowance 
of $1 to all Reserve officers on the active list 
for each hour of credits earned in Army Ex- 
tension Courses and other forms of inactive 
status training approved by the War Depart- 
ment, provided that such allowance sifall 
apply only to inactive status credits earned 
in excess of the annual average minimum of 
20 hours of inactive status credits required 
for maintaining active duty status, and shall 
not exceed $75 in any one year; and further, 


that such inactive status credits shall not be 
cumulative from one year to succeeding years. 
The second part of the plan provides for an 
allowance for uniforms of $50 per year for the 
first three years of commissioned service of 
each Reserve officer, under such regulations 
as the War Department may prescribe. 

Theoretically, all Reserve officers on the ac- 
tive list would be eligible for the maximum 
inactive status training allowance. Prac- 
tically, however, the three accompanying re- 
strictions, viz. the initial requirement of the 
20 hours for which officers would receive no 
reimbursement, the maximum number of 
credit hours for which officers could receive 
reimbursement, and the non-cumulative fea- 
ture, would serve as effective limitations on 
the total amount of money needed for this 
part of the plan. 

Considering the large number of Reserve 
officers whose professions and businesses do 
not permit them to devote more than the 
minimum amount of time required to remain 
on the active list, 75,000 is probably a liberal 
estimate of the number of eligible officers 
who would qualify for any such allowance, 
Also, $40 would doubtless be a liberal esti- 
mate of the average amount payable to the 
75,000 qualifying officers. The product of 
these two figures is $3,000,000. 

Under this plan the uniform allowance is 
limited to newly commissioned Reserve offi- 
cers and for a period of only three years. It 
is contemplated that evidence of interest and 
activity as Reserve officers, and proof of ac- 
tual purchase of some articles of uniform or 
equipment would be required for qualifying 
for this allowance. 

On the basis of this year’s number of 
original appointments (less than 8,000), the 
maximum cost of this proposed uniform 
allowance would be 24,000 (three annual 
groups) times $50 or $1,200,000. 

Thus the total cost of putting this plan into 
effect should not exceed $4,200,000, or prac- 
tically the same amount as the Government's 
present annual monetary loss suffered as the 
result of the excessive numbers of ROTC 
graduates separating from the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps. 

Certainly adoption of the proposed plan 
would be sound financial economy, and serve 
as a tremendous stimulus to the strength and 
morale of the Reserves. 





First Radio Cos. for N. G. 


With authorization of two radio in- 
telligence companies in the National 
Guard as part of that organization's 
third 5,000-man increment, the guard will 
have for the first time companes similar 
to the lone radio intelligence company in 
the Regular Army. 

Three officers and 60 men will be or- 
ganized about April 1 for each of the 
companies, one of which will be placed in 
Pennsylvania, at a place to be determined 
by the Adjutant General of that State. 
The location of the other company has 
not yet been definitely determined by the 
National Guard Bureau, which is still 
working over the last assignments of the 
increment authorized by Congress last 
year. It was believed, however, that the 
second company would be assigned to a 
West Coast State. 

Each company, following the pattern 
of the Regular Army radio intelligence 
company, stationed at the Signal Corps 
School, Ft. Monmouth, Long Branch, N. 
J., will be organized into an intercept sec- 
tion, a radio-compass section and ad- 
ministrative and supply sections, 

The intercept section is charged with 
setting up stations to listen in on radio 
messages of the enemy for the intelli- 
gence service and to act as radio police 
for American stations, while the radio- 
compass station sets up nets which locate 
the positions of hostile and friendly radio 
stations. 
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Reserve Convention on Ship 


When delegates of the Reserve Officers 
Association of the United States attend- 
ing the organization’s 17th annual con- 
vention arrive at San Juan, P. R., June 
21, aboard the SS Iroquois, their busi- 
ness sessions will be virtually over, it 
was predicted this week by officials of 
the association. 

This will be the first time that a na- 
tional convention of the association has 
been combined with a ship cruise, it was 
said. 

The operating line is holding the Iro- 
quois free of other reservations until 
March 1, so if reservists take the 460 
reservations available, the entire vessel 
will be at the disposal of the association. 
Reservations already received for the 
cruise indicate that there will be a good 
attendance at the convention. 

The Iroquois will sail from New York 
June 17, arriving at San Juan June 21. 
There the reservists will be the guests of 
the Puerto Rican department of the As- 
sociation and of the Puerto Rico govern- 
ment. The Iroquois will leave San Juan 
early June 24 for St. Thomas, V. I., will 
spend the day there, and leaving that 





night will reach New York June 28. 

The National Council of the Associa- 
tion, composed of the national officers, 
Oorps Area and State presidents, and 
principal national committee chairmen, 
will hold its annual meeting in Washing- 
ton, from Feb. 16 to 18. After the meet- 
ing delegates from the Association will 
be ready to go before the Congressional 
appropriations committees when hearings 
on reserve appropriations are begun. 


Grateful for Reservist Aid

Ehr- 
hardt and his command mobilized and 
conducted themselves was deserving of 
the highest commendation, wrote Mayor 
Wheeler, and was a credit to the Navy. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The President and the Congress are engaged in a conflict which 
will determine whether the United States by measures described as “short of war,” 
shall aid in preventing acts of aggressions against sister democracies, and thereby 
maintain European and consequently American peace, or whether we shall withdraw 
into isolation protected by powerful military and naval forces. The President by the 
“Quarantine” speech he made at Chicago, and by his recent messages, is committed 
to the former policy. The statement, paraphrasing Baldwin’s, that France is our 
frontier which he is said to have made at a dramatic meeting with the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee would further confirm this policy. A debate in the Senate this week 
revolving around the question of secrecy of testimony on the National Defense pro- 
gram, brought out objection to any action leading us into war or understanding 
or alliance with Great Britain and France, or provocative of ill-feeling from the 
Totalitarian Nations. Insofar as the sale of airplanes to France is concerned, in 
which, it appears, Secretary Morgenthau was the American negotiator, there is no 
doubt that the President was and is heartily in favor of supplying the French Army 
with American equipment in order that the Dictator Governments shall be deprived 
of the air superiority which compelled the Munich agreement. He is firmly of the 
opinion that such provision would conduce to world appeasement which is the goal 
of Premier Chamberlain and Prime Minister Daladier, and, if war unhappily should 
come, that the European democracies would serve as a bulwark for the United States 
behind which we could more formidably arm for our own protection. 


The President is said to have pointed out to the House Military Committee with 
whom he also conferred that hostile planes could fly light across the Atlantic, load 
with bombs from a ship or cache close to the Panama Canal, and bomb the locks of 
that waterway. It is agreed such a maneuver might be attempted, but its practability 
is discounted. Supporting the President’s suggestion is the statement of Virginio 
Gayda, mouthpiece of Premier Mussolini, that Germany would move their defenses 
“up to the Panama Canal.” 


The statement of Premier King of Canada that there has been an exchange of 
military information between Ottawa and Washington has aroused considerable 
interest. There is no doubt as President Roosevelt said at Kingston some time ago 
that the preservation of Canada is of intimate concern to the United States, and any 
help we can give the Canadian Government will of course be given, 


Buttressing the President’s viewpoint is his recollection that it was those de- 
mocracies for which the United States during the World War, served as a munitions 
reservoir, which service was advantageous in developing our capacity as a military 
manufacturer, and in facilitating our equipment when we entered into the conflict. 
Further justification for his alarm in connection with world peace is found in the 
Reichstag speech of Hitler, which the world had anticipated with fear. An analysis of 
that speech establishes that it was less a definition of policy than a maneouvre of 
strategy. To some extent it calmed the British and French by claiming that the process 
of growth of the German nation was “virtually completed” and that “we are happy 
today in the possession of peaceful frontiers in the West, the South and the North.” 
But there was significant omission of any reference to peace in the East, to the road— 
the railroad through Ruthenia is being militarized—which leads to the wheatfields of 
the Ukraine and the oil of Roumania, and the Black Sea, and there was emphatic 
declaration of purpose to stand by Italy “in a war of rival ideologies ... regardless 
of its motives.” 


To the subsequent Chamberlain comment that the time had come for action and not 
for words and that that action should take the form of disarmament or limitation of 
armaments, neither Berlin nor Rome has made any response. Rather has Mussolini 
lauded the capture of Barcelona by Franco’s forces among which were Italian troops 
and Italian and German aviators, airplanes and tanks. With Franco in early control 
of all of Spain, the question of Italian compensation will arise, and although Il Duce 
claims he wants nothing, the French are awaiting with concern the demands he will 
make. Under the circumstances, while the French would be willing to disarm, Italy 
will not, nor can either she or Germany do so with their ally Japan engaged in the 
conquest of China and threatened by the attitude of the United States, Great Britain 
and France. 


It is the general aspect of the world situation which the President holds compels 
the United States to give its moral and “short of war” support to Great Britain and 
France. With the open, public sale of planes and other supplies to those countries, the 
Senate debate reveals there will be no objection. We have sold planes and parts to 
Great Britain, China, Germany, Japan, Peru and other nations, scrap iron to Japan, 
etc., and, as the President pointed out, our plane manufacturers by an agreement among 
themselves, which was suggested by the State Department, has, with one exception, 
refused to do business with the Japanese. All this being a matter of trade and provid- 
ing employment for our people, is accepted as in line with a policy of neutrality. 

However, another question poses, as some of the Senators observed, when the 
Government participates in sales to a particular nation, when the Secretary of the 
Treasury receives a French Aviation Mission, and directs the War and Navy Depart- 
ments to disclose plane secrets to its agents, especially a plane which was built in part 
as a result of departmental research, and which was about to be entered into the War 
Department competition. It is asked how are the French going to pay for the planes 
they were planning to buy? With their own cash, or through a loan, which is for- 
bidden, or through the manipulation of the stabilization fund? Again, why so much 
secrecy? Is what was about to be done in execution of an understanding or agreement, 
or perhaps an anticipated alliance? Anything of that kind, it is agreed, would be ab- 
horrent to the Senate and to the people, and Senators Johnson, Nye, Clark and Rey- 
nolds, and even Lewis and Walsh expressed their displeasure at the suggestion. Nye 
refused to participate in any more sessions of the Senate Military Committee so long 
as the facts of the situation are kept from the country. Johnson asked if the American 
people did not have the right to know if they were going down the road to war. Clark 
expressed the same view. Lewis criticised Premier Chamberlain for intimating that 
the United States concurred in British policy, and declared he could not believe there 
was any understanding between our Government and those of Great Britain and 
France. Walsh asserted the position we should take is one of absolute, unmistakable 
neutrality. “It is none of our business,” he declared, “what form of government the 
countries of Europe have. We ought to keep away from their rivalries and hatreds, 














mind our own affairs, and defend our own democracy before we attempt to defend 
other democracies.” Which Reynolds confirmed. 


Hitler may be persuaded that his speech was responsible for the controversy 
which now exists as to America’s foreign policy. His advisers should remind him that 
a similar controversy raged last year over the naval program which was finally 
adopted. The same result would occur at this time and would comprehend Guam, 
which is a particular cause of differences, should he and Mussolini embark upon a 
course threatening to the security of the British and French Empires, 


Corps of Engineers—Col. Stuart C. Godfrey, executive officer of the Military Divi- 
sion, Office of the Chief of Engineers, was elected president of the Washington Post, 
Society of American Military Engineers, at its annual meeting this week. Other 
officers elected were A. F. E. Horn, manager of the Washington office of the General 
Electric Co., vice president; Maj. Victor Martin, associate editor of The Military 
Engineer, secretary-treasurer, and Lt. Col. Lester G. Wilson, director. 


Flying Duty—No decision has yet been reached regarding the proposal to place 
restrictions on flying duty by higher ranking or older pilots. The study, undertaken 
following the deaths of a number of senior officers of the Air Corps, was completed 
some weeks ago by the board appointed by Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief of the Air 
Corps, and composed of Lt. Col. Carl Spaatz, AC, Lt. Col. Ira ©. Eaker, AC, and Lt. 
Col. Maleomb ©. Grow, MC. There have been rumors that the entire matter has been 
shelved because of the new air force program and the fact that the service will need 
all of its available pilots. It is understood, however, that this is not true, but that, 
on the contrary, considerable study is being given the matter both in the General 
Staff and in the office of the Chief of the Air Corps and that several lines of ap- 
proach to the problem have been discussed between them. While it may be some time 
before any new regulations are issued defining the restrictions, it is understood that, 
though many divergent views are under discussion, concrete results may be expected 
eventually. 

Along these same lines, it is not at all unlikely that the War Department, and 
perhaps the Navy Department too, may institute another study on flight pay. The 
Interdepartmental Pay Committee gave some consideration to the subject but finally 
passed it up with a suggestion that it be made the subject of a separate study. 


Higher Rank for the Army—There is sound basis for the belief that Congress will 
take up the proposal to grant higher rank to certain Army commands. It will be 


recalled that in previous Congresses the War Department has favored legislation to 
give the temporary rank of lieutenant general or general to those holding higher 
commands in the same manner as the Navy gives the temporary rank of admiral 
to the commanders of U. S. Fleet and the Asiatic Fleet and the rank of vice admiral 
to commanders of higher units of the Fleet. In the Army the only officer granted rank 
above that of major general is the Chief of Staff who gets the temporary rank of 
general the same as the Chief of Operations is temporarily an admiral. Representa- 
tive Voorhis, California Democrat, has a bill before the House Military Committee 
to provide the rank of lieutenant general for commanders of corps areas and foreign 
departments. The War Department has submitted no request for legislation on the 
subject yet this session, but it may be that it will express its views on the subject 
should the committee ask for a report on Representative Voorhis’ bill. Many believe 
that the Department would be inclined to favor the rank of lieutenant general for the 
commanders of the four Armies and the Departments and, probably, for the deputy 
chief of staff as well. 

It is also expected that the War Department will submit to Congress shortly a 
bill to carry out the recommendation of General Malin Craig made in his annual re- 
port as Chief of Staff, that colonels of the Army who would have been promoted 
except for their age be retired with the rank of brigadier general. It will be 
recalled that General Craig pointed out that: “Outstanding officers of superior record 
pass through that grade (colonel) and are approaching retirement age with little 
opportunity for further promotion. The distinction between those selected and many 
of those passed over is so fine as to be negligible except in the matter of age. It is 
highly desirable, primarily for the good of the Army, that legislation be enacted which 
will authorize the retirement of selected colonels as brigadier generals.” In view 
of the fact that the Chief of Staff recommended that selected colonels be given the 
higher rank on retirement, there can be little basis for the current rumors that the 
bill would retire all colonels as brigadier generals. Rather, it would seem logical 
that the legislation the War Department will submit will specify that only those 
will be recommended to the President for the higher rank on retirement who would 
have been selected for the rank on the active list had they been young enough to 
serve about six years as a general, 


Coast Artillery—Revised tables of organization for all Coast Artillery units, 
railway, tractor drawn, harbor defense and antiaircraft, will be available in a short 
time as they now are being printed. These tables of organization have been revised 
owing to changes in Table of Basic Allowances (equipment), the necessity for pro- 
viding enlisted cadres for each type of organization in the event of war, the equaliza- 
tion of grades and ratings, and the desirability of reducing the size of headquarters 
units. Tractor drawn and harbor defense tables of organization have been changed 
only slightly. All personnel, including the machine-gun battalion of the antiaircraft 
regiment, is now armed with the rifle and an appropriate number of automatic rifles 
to provide additional fire power for the protection of important elements and installa- 
tions. The tables of organization for the antiaircraft regiment have been changed 
materially. The war organization of the second battalion now includes one battery 
of caliber-.50 machine guns and three batteries of 37-mm., guns. In peace there will 
be one caliber-.50 machine-gun battery and one 37-mm. gun battery. The new organiza- 
tion of the machine-gun battalion is flexible so that in the event 37-mm. matériel is 
not available the battalion can be armed with either caliber-.30 or caliber-.50 machine 
guns. 


Air Corps—Brig. Gen. Barton K. Yount, Assistant Chief of the Air Corps, assumed 
his duties as Chief of the Training and Operations Division in the Office of the 
Chief of Air Corps, Washington, D. C., on Feb. 1. General Yount previously had 
commanded the Air Corps Training Center, which comprises Randolph Field and 
Kelly Field, San Antonio, Tex. Under the direction of Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
Chief of Air Corps, General Yount will have supervision of all training activities. 
Increased importance of the training of all components of the Air Corps has made 
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essential the placing of a general officer in charge of aviation training activities. Lt. 
Col. John B. Brooks, of Randolph Field, has taken over as acting commander of the 
Air Corps Training Center in Texas. 

Brig. Gen. Herbert A. Dargue, wing commander at Albrook Field, C. Z., was in 
Washington this week on special duty. He left the city Feb. 2. 

Maj. George C. McDonald, now on duty with the headquarters of the Second 
Wing at Langley Field, will report to the Chief of Staff in Washington Feb. 13 for 
temporary duty in G-2 after which he will go to London for duty as assistant military 
attache and assistant military attache for Air. 

Maj. Romeyn B. Hough, jr., passed to the retired list Jan. 31 on account of dis- 
ability incident to the service. 

The post of aircraft and engine inspector for the Department of Commerce 
in the Panama Canal Zone will go to Ist Lt. Charles Sommers in addition to his other 
duties, when he reports June 1 to the Governor of the Zone for duty. Lieutenant 
Sommers will be attached to the 19th Composite Wing, Albrook Field, for flying duty. 


A board of officers has been appointed to meet at Wright Field, Ohio, for the 
purpose of evaluating as to utility of type and landing and take-off characteristics 
the airplanes submitted in response to the terms of Circular Proposal No. 38-390 
(Single place Pursuit airplanes). Members of the board are: Lt. Col. Ross G. Hoyt, 
Barksdale Field; Maj. Lawrence P. Hickey, Selfridge Field; Capt. Benjamin W. 
Ohidlaw, Langley Field; Capt. Earle E, Partridge, Maxwell Field, and 1st Lt. George 
BE. Price, Wright Field. 


Grading of USNA ’37 Ensigns—The grading of Ensigns of the Naval Academy 
Class of 1937, to determine final standing upon completion of two years’ service, must 
be accomplished and approved by the Secretary of the Navy prior to June 3, 1939, the 
Bureau of Navigation points out. The final fitness reports and the mark of estimate 
of service worth to be considered in connection therewith will be those required for 
the quarter beginning Jan. 1, 1939. In view of the great amount of work involved 
in the grading process, the Bureau directed that such fitness reports and marks 
cover the period from Jan. 1 to March 15, 1939, and that the reports be placed in 
the mail on such latter date. The next succeeding reports of the officers concerned will 
then cover the period from March 16 to June 30, 1939. 


Spanish Military Situation—The intensive well-planned Rebel drive which ended 
in the capture of Barcelona, Spanish metropolis and Loyalist capital, was but an- 
other successful use of the double envelopment which Rebel General Franco has used 
throughout the Civil War with such satisfactory results, military strategists at the 
War Department said this week. 

It was predicted here that Franco would use the same tactics if he pushes on 
Madrid or Valencia in the South. , 

Virst, however, it is expected that the Rebels will clean up Catalonia. The dis- 
organized Loyalists who had but about 200,000 men in the North before the fall of 
Barcelona are not expected to be able to withstand Franco's troops—stronger in num- 
bers, materiel and aviation, high in the morale brought by victory and strengthened by 
Moorish and Italian campaigners. 

The only place for the Loyalist army and government to go is across the French 
border, unless they are able to obtain transports and proceed secretly by the sea to 
join the Madrid forces. What would happen if they are forced across the border is 
open to conjecture. 

Had Franco been accorded belligerent rights by France, the Loyalists might be 
interned by that government should they cross the border. However, at one time 
earlier in the Civil War, a Loyalist division surrounded by Rebel troops was forced 
across the border. In that instance, the French polled the troops, and as indicated 
by the preference of the soldiers themselves, allowed 90 per cent of them to return 
to Loyalist territory, while 10 per cent went to Rebel territory. 

But if the Loyalists are now forced across the border, there will be no adjoining 
Loyalist territory to which they might flee, and France, if it accepts them as an 
organized army, might conceivably see its Mediterranean ports patrolled by Rebel 
warships waiting for the Loyalists to attempt a seaward dash. 

It is anybody’s guess, declared officials here, as to what will happen next. It seems 
a simple task for Franco to clean up Catalonia. Will he then attempt to negotiate 
a peace, or will he advance to the South? And if the latter, will Valencia or will 
Madrid be his objectives? 

Both cities lie behind well-fortified lines held by the Loyalists, but it would seem 
here the easier task to proceed down the coast to Valencia. Franco was proceeding 
fairly well along this front until the Loyalists created a diversion on the Ebro River, 
and perhaps he could continue on—not using frontal attacks which seem foreign 
to his nature, but employing once more the double envelopment—hitting the Loyalists 
unexpectedly at their weakest points and driving in at two points along the line, 
preparatory to closing the jaws of his pinchers upon the turned flanks of the 
Loyalists. 

That was the way Barcelona fell. There, Franco pushed one column through to 
Cervera, another to Boris Blanco. Still feeling for the soft spots, he continued on and 
to&éther. Then Tarragona was taken and the Rebel troops along the coast had fine 
highways stretching before them to Barcelona. 

And when the capital was occupied practically without resistence, Spain's biggest 
city and the munitions center of the Loyalists was in Rebel hands. 

Several factors, officers explained, would make Valencia a logical next objective. 
It is Madrid’s principal port of supply, and should it be taken, the former capital 
would be left with only a few small ports to supply its needs. Should the Rebel drive 
be extended to include these, the starving out of Madrid should inevitably follow. 


Navy Medical Corps—Dr. Charles F. Geschickter, of Johns Hopkins Hospital, will 
be the lecturer at the monthly meeting of medical and dental officers of the Navy, 
stationed in Washington, at the Naval Medical School, at 8 p. m., Feb. 6. Dr. Geschick- 
ter’s subject will be “Recent Advances in Endocrinology in Relation to Neoplastic 
Diseases.” 

An examination of candidates for appointment as lieutenant (jg), in the Navy 
Medical Corps, will be held at all Naval Hospitals and at the Naval Medical School 
here, beginning May 8. Candidates must be between the ages of 21 and 32 at time of 
appointment, must be graduates of Class “A” medical schools, and must have com- 
Pleted a one-year internship in a hospital accredited for interns by the American 
Medical Association and the American College of Surgeons. Prospective candidates 





were asked by the Navy Department to write to the Surgeon General, Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, for information on the examinations and 
the procedure to be followed in appearing before one of the examining boards. 


Medical Department—Maj. Gen. Charles R. Reynolds, Surgeon General of the 
Army, in his review of the health of the Army for the four weeks ended Aug. 27, 1938, 
states that the number of admissions to sick report was about 20 per cent greater than 
in the preceding month. The increase was attributable about equally to diseases and 
to injuries. The admission rate from injuries, 137 per 1000, is much the highest that 
has been experienced this year and considerably larger than the August rate for the 
period 1933-1937. 

The rate for communicable diseases was larger than in July because of an In- 
creased occurrence of common respiratory diseases. The prevalence of all other com- 
municable diseases was less than in the preceding month. There were but 16 cases 
of malaria; 7 of these were in the Fourth and 6 in the Righth Corps Area. The 
venereal rate was higher this month, due to considerable increases in the Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and Ninth Corps Areas and particularly in the Fourth. The 
increases in the rates were due principally to gonorrhea. 


Studies made by the Office of the Surgeon General, U. 8S. Army, have disclosed 
that “literally thousands” of the young men who entered the Civilian Conservation 
Corps during the 1937 and 1938 calendar years had one or more unserviceable teeth, 
Robert Fechner, Director of the Corps, states, The Director's statement is based on a 
War Department report showing that during the last eleven months of the 1987 
calendar year, mobile dental teams making biennial inspection visits to the CCC camps, 
found it necessary to fill 300,000 teeth and extract 170,000 others which had de- 
teriorated to the point where they could not be restored. A total of 168 dental teams, 
each consisting of an officer of the dental Reserve Corps and two enrollees, take care 
of the dental needs of the Civilian Conservation Corps. 

“Although I was aware of the fine work which the Office of the Surgeon General 
was doing in improving the health of enrollees through dental treatments, I was 
shocked by the figures submitted in a recent report indicating the large number of 
unserviceable teeth found by CCC dentists in their semi-annual trips to CCC camps. 
While these figures were only complete for the 1937 calendar year, I was advised that 
the figures for the calendar year just closed will show little variation from those of 
1937. There is no doubt but that the care which is being given the teeth of CCO en- 
rollees will pay big dividends in better health for these young men, not only while 
they remain in the Corps, but for many years after they return to their homes.” 


Signal Corps—American Morse telegraphy will no longer be used by the Army 
Signal Corps as an agency of communication, it was stated this week by Maj. Gen. 
Joseph O. Mauborgne, Chief Signal Officer. Though American Morse telegraphy has 
been used by the Signal Corps for almost 80 years, it has been displaced in recent 
years by modern tape and page printers and by radio. “Less than one per cent of all 
traffic passing through the War Department message center was being handled by 
Morse wires,” General Mauborgne stated. There will be no personnel changes in- 
volved in the abandonment of the code since all American Morse operators in the 
Message Center have qualified as radio operators. 


Quartermaster Corps—With award last week of contract for the half of a 2,200- 
man barracks at Chanute Field, the Army Quartermaster Corps has virtually every 
phase of construction at the field now under contract. Bids will be asked for the 
remainder of the barracks within two or three weeks, 

The section now under contract is a rectangle, 947 feet long, four stories high in 
the center, and three stories high at the ends. Award was made on a bid of $602,500. 
The section now to be advertised consists of the cafeteria-style mess hall, accommodat- 
ing 1,220 men at one seating, the great kitchen, and barracks wings connecting diag- 
onally to the section now under contract. 

The barracks, one of the largest to be built by the Army, will be completed about 
June, 1940, 


Cavalry—Lt. Col. Charles B. Hazeltine, director of the Department of Tactics 
of the Cavalry School, and Lt. Col. Fred N. Gilbreat, executive officer of the Command 
and General Staff School, called upon Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, chief of Cavalry, in 
Washington this week, 

Col. William W. Gordon, head of the G-3 Division of the Army War College, has 
been detailed in the Inspector General’s Department effective next June, at which 
time he will go to Boston for duty at First Corps Area headquarters, 

Orders are now being issued for officers who will take the course at Ft. Riley 
next Fall. They are being directed to report at the Cavalry School September 10, 


Chemical Material for Air Corps—Prescribed policy of the War Department for 
the ammunition supply to the General Headquarters Air Force, as set forth only last 
March, was altered this week in a circular letter to the service so as to include 
Chemical Warfare items as well as Ordnance. The new policy states that: “During 
the training year 1938-39, the supply of ammunition and chemicals to GHQ Air Force 
stations will be as follows: GHQ Air Force headquarters will consolidate the supply 
requirements of all its units within authorized allowances and will then request 
the Chief of Ordnance and Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service to issue supply 
credits for the GHQ Air Force. These credits will be expressed in terms of definite 
quantities of specific items at ordnance depots and chemical warfare depots, or 
ordnance and chemical warfare sections of general depots. The initial and subsequent 
requests for credits will include a time schedule of anticipated calls against such 
credits, and will indicate the air station to which it is expected delivery will be re- 
quired. Items covered by supply credits issued for the GHQ Air Force will be re- 
served, subject to requisition by the air stations of the GHQ Air Force. Air stations 
will submit, from time to time, direct to the issuing establishment designated in the 
credits, requisitions covering their needs in amounts authorized in them by the GHQ 
Air Force headquarters. Normally requisitions will be submitted quarterly if the 
needs can be anticipated. Unused supply credits remaining at ordnance and chemical 
warfare depots or ordnance and chemical warfare sections of general depots on 
December 31 of each year will be automatically canceled, At the close of the training 
year the Commanding General, GHQ Air Force, will render a report to the War De- 
partment on the adequacy of ammunition supply under the above procedure, with 
recommendations regarding future method of supply.” 
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Navy Base Program 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy Edi- 
son told the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, Jan. 31, that the proposed im- 
provements to the harbor at Guam could 
be considered in the light of an initial 
step to fortification of the Island if world 
conditions make it necessary. Mr. Edison, 
however, emphasized that at the present 
time Naval policy does not dictate the 
necessity of improvements other than 
those provided by the air base biil now 
under discussion. 

Secretary Edison appeared before the 
committee at the insistence of Rep. James 
W. Mott, of Ore., who last week asked 
that the Navy Department state a defi- 
nite policy with regard to the develop- 
ment at Guam. 

The committee, which on Saturday, 
Jan. 28, made a trip to Quantico, Va., to 
view a bas-relief map of Guam, appeared 
to be entirely satisfied with Mr. Edison's 
statement as to the proposed Guam ex- 
penditure. A factor that further assured 
some of the members of the committee 
who have questioned the intent of the 
Guam proposal that no major base is 
contemplated at the present time was a 
letter written by Rear Admiral Arthur 
B. Cook, Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics to Admiral William D. Leahy, 
Chief of Naval Operations, on March 15, 
1937, in which Admiral Cook asked for 
the identical improvements proposed in 
the air base bill, which letter was read to 
the committee and placed in the report 
of the hearings. 

In appearing before the committee, 
Secretary Edison made the following 
statement : 

The report of the Statutory Board on 
Naval Bases contains recommendations for 
the installation of air, submarine, destroyer 
or mine facilities at 40 stations. These im- 
provements are divided into category A and 
category B, with the statement that “All 
these shore facilities are required in connec- 
tion with the increased armament authorized 
by the Act of May 17, 1938 and should be in 
existence when the ships and aircraft author- 
ized by that Act are completed. The recom- 
mended priority is accordingly based upon 
prospective dates of completion rather than 
dates of initiation of the work.” 

It is apparent, therefore, that the Board 
had in mind in establishing the two catego- 
ries that the projects in category A may or 
may not be more important than those in 
category B. The purpose in listing such pro- 
jects in category A was to indicate that they 
should be completed first. 

However, the Board in paragraph 151 called 
special attention to certain projects whose 
immediate strategic importance requires their 
completion at the earliest practicable date 
and without regard to the expansion of the 
Navy contemplated by the Act of May 17, 
19388. The Board listed 10 projects in this 
classification. 

In forwarding the report of the Board to 
the Speaker of the House the Secretary ot 
the Navy indicated his approval of the 
Board’s report. However, in submitting the 
bill which is now before the Committee, the 
Secretary had in mind budgetary limitations 
which preclude the immediate initiation ot 
work on all of the projects recommended by 
the Board. Therefore, the bill now before 
the Committee limits itself to the 10 projects 
listed by the Board as requiring special con- 
sideration, plus the projects for a southeast- 
ern fleet air base in the vicinity of Jackson- 
ville and improvements to the existing base 
at Pearl Harbor, which the Department con- 
siders to be of equal importance with the 10 
projects listed by the Board. 

With respect to the Department's policy, 
it can be stated that for the time being the 
Department's recommendations contained in 
the bill now before the Committee reach the 
limits of the Department's immediate policy. 
Past experience has definitely demonstrated 
that no naval station should be established 
without provision being made for a reason- 
able expansion in the future as the Navy 
grows. Failure to follow this policy has re- 
sulted in serious handicaps to the Navy and 
in the expenditure of large sums of money 
for the purchase of land in the vicinity of 
naval stations. Even at the present time the 
authorities at the New York Navy Yard are 
recommending an expenditure of $8,000,000 
for the purchase of a small amount of land 
contiguous to the New York Navy Yard, 
which appears to be highly desirable in order 
to permit the expansion of that Yard. There 
are numerous other instances. 

Therefore, while the Department's immedi- 
ate policy is shown by the wording of the 
bill before this Committee, I must state that 
in laying out all of the stations mentioned 
provision has been made for a reasonable 
future expansion. However, it is pertinent 
to state that such expansion can not occur 
unless and until some future Congress shall 
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U. S. COAST GUARD 








Three captains of the Coast Guard met 
at Washington this week as the third se- 
lection board to attempt to make recom- 
mendations for retirements under the Act 
of Jan. 12, 1938. 

Coast Guard officials were frankly 
dubious that the board would have any 
better success than the first board which 
held two separate sessions last year. Ad- 
ministration officials are carefully review- 
ing the retirement law in an effort to 
draft recommendations for revisions 
which will make a more workable law. 

The first board, meeting twice, was 
unable to recommend retirements under 
this law. The new board, consisting of 
Capt. Stanley V. Parker, commander of 
the San Francisco division and new com- 
mander of the Bering Sea Patrol; Capt. 
William H. Munter, commander of the 
Seattle division, and Capt. (Engineering) 
Martin A. Doyle, attached to the office of 
the Northern Inspector, has therefore 
been convened by Rear Adm. Russell R. 
Waesche. 

The act under which the board works 
provides that it may recommend to be 
placed out of line of promotion lieutenant 
commanders not exceeding 2 per cent of 
the number of officers of that grade at the 
beginning of the year. It may recommend 
for retirement not more than 5 per cent of 
officers who have served more than 30 
years, or any officer who has been placed 
out of the line of promotion who has 
served as a commissioned officer 10 years 
or more. 

The total number of officers retired any 
one year shall not exceed one per cent of 
all officers, nor shall the total of those 
permitted to resign or retire voluntarily 
exceed two per cent of the total of all 
officers, 

Officers placed out of the line of pro- 
motion may at their own request be re- 
tired if they have served 10 years or 
more, or may resign with one year’s pay 
if their service has been less than 10 
years. Retired pay shall be 24%, per cent 
of active duty pay for the same rank, 
multiplied by the number of years served, 
provided the total shall not exceed 75 per 
cent of active duty pay. 

The law intended that recommenda- 
tions of the board for compulsory retire- 
ments or removals from line of promotion 
should be approved by the commandant 
and the President, and that officers se- 
lected for retirement or removal from 
promotion should have an opportunity to 
be heard by the board with their counsel, 
should they file appeal within 30 days. 

New Coast Guard Picture 

The third edition of the “Story of the 
Coast Guard,” prepared by Bray Studios, 
Inec., was given its premiere here Feb. 1, 





appropriate funds to permit undertaking the 
work. In other words, while the Department 
may with changing national and international 
conditions feel required to recommend im- 
provements in some or all of the stations 
listed in this bill, the final decision as to 
future construction will rest with a future 
Congress, 

With specific reference to a question as to 
whether the project for the Island of Guam 
is the first step In a program of fortification 
or whether it is a development separate and 
distinct from the recommendations made by 
the Hepburn Board, I will state that while 
the developments now proposed would be 
useful in connection with any future develop- 
ment of the harbor and shore facilities at 
Guam, nevertheless, the $5,000,000 project in 
the bill before the Committee falls so far 
short of meeting the requirements of the 
Hepburn Board that it can, in reality, be 
considered a separate and distinct develop- 
ment which is an entity in itself and which 
will be useful to the Navy and to commer- 
cial. air traffic whether or not any further 
development is made. 

The proposed development will permit the 
operation of airplanes that may at any fu- 
ture time be in that area. With such a de- 
velopment airplanes can be flown from the 
Continental United States via Oahu, Midway, 
and Wake. Without such a development 
planes can not be operated to the westward 
beyond their radius from Midway. 

Facilities for the operation of airplanes 
from Guam will add materially to the de- 
fensive power of the fleet. 

It is impossible to look into the future and 
see whether or not there will be need for 





further development of Guam as an airplane 


before Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, 
commandant of the Coast Guard.

Lt. Comdr. Charles Etzweiler has been 
appointed commanding officer of the 
Maritime Service training ship American 
Seaman which will go into service some- 
time in April, according to present sched- 
ule. 
The new commanding officer, formerly 
in command of the Cutter Nike, at Pasca- 
goula, Miss., has been supervising the $1,- 
000,000 reconstruction project of the 
American Seaman (ex Edgemoor) at the 
Sparrows Point plant of Bethlehem Ship- 
building Corp. 

Commander Etzweiler’s sea-going ex- 
perience includes service in the merchant 
marine service gained as master of his 
own vessel before entering the Coast 
Guard in 1924. 

Whaling Bill Introduced 

A bill (S. 1045) has been introduced in- 
to the Senate by Sen. Guy Gillette, D., of 
Iowa, to place on the government law 
books the International Agreement for the 
Regulation of Whaling which went into 
effect last May, when the required num- 
ber of nations, including the United 
States, had signed it. 

Under the provisions of the Agreement, 
Coast Guard officers have been assigned 
to the only two American vessels in the 
whaling trade—the Ulysses and the 
Frango. Duties of the officers are to see 
that cow whales with calves or whales 
under certain lengths are not taken, 

Charges have been made by Lt. Thomas 
R. Midtlying, inspector on the last voy- 
age of the Frango, that the crew of that 
vessel had caught several under-sized 
whales. Enactment of the terms of the 
convention into law would afford a better 
basis for prosecution in court of any vio- 
lations, Coast Guard officials stated. 

Coast Guard Confirmations 

The Senate on Jan. 27 confirmed the 
nominations of Coast Guard officers for 
promotion submitted to it on Jan. 19 and 
Jan. 23, 1939, and listed on page 487 of 
the Jan. 28 ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, 


base, but we may hope that the future in- 
ternational situation will make it unneces- 
sary to use Guam except as a commercial 
airport. 

It is the present policy of the Navy De- 
partment now to ask development only to the 
extent stated in the bill before this Com- 
mittee, 

If unforeseen changes in the international 
situation should indicate a necessity for 
further development of an airplane base then 
the Congress will be so informed. 

We hope that there will be no necessity 
for further development — none is contem- 
plated at the present time. 


Questioned as to the value of Guam 
as a naval air and submarine base, Mr. 
Edison declared, ‘“‘What we need is time 
to get prepared. Any blocking of easy 
transit across the Pacific by a foreign 
power would give us this time. It would 
act similarly to Belgium in the World 
War.” 

At this point, Representative Joseph 
B. Shannon, of Mo., injected a remark 
that “you are making no preparation to 
defend the United States from Russia.” 
In answer, Mr. Edison said that the Navy 
was not making plans to defend the 
United States against any nation or coali- 
tion of nations, but was merely providing 
a general defense plan. 

In response to an observation by Rep- 
resentative Shannon that “many years 
ngo Russia contemplated taking Cali- 
fornia,” Mr. Edison replied that he 





thought that the Pacific coast was pretty 
well taken care of. 

Representative George J. Bates, of 
Mass., at this point asked whether or not 
our improvement of Guam might not 
produce embarrasing results internation- 
ally. Mr. Edison replied, “It should not 
reasonably produce that result. I can’t 
see way we have not the right to put de- 
fenses where we want them in any sec- 
tion of the country that we own.” Rep- 
resentative Melvin J. Maas, of Minn., re- 
marked that if any nation protested, “is 
there anything they can do about it?’ 
Representative Shannon observed that 
“they might knock the chip off your 
shoulder.” 

Secretary Edison then made a state- 
ment to the effect that during the period 
that he has held the post of Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, he has never seen 
any signs, official or unofficial, that the 
Navy had any tendency toward aggres- 
sive policies. 

Representative Ralph FE. Church, of 
Ill., asked Mr. Edison to recount “the 
wildest rumors that he had heard con- 
cerning Japanese fortification of the 
mandated islands.” The assistant secre- 
tary said that he knew of no such rumors. 

Admiral Cook, assisted by Capt. Arthur 
L. Bristol, USN, commanding the Naval 
Air Station, San Diego, then took up 
the testimony where they had left off 
on the afternoon of Friday, Jan. 27. 
Captain Bristol, who was air advisor to 
the Hepburn Board, told the committee 
the reasons that guided the board in 
choosing the sites on the Atlantic coast.

On Wednesday, Feb. 1, Admiral Cook 
and Captain Bristol resumed the stand 
before the House Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee to outline the need for air bases at 
Jacksonville, Fla., and other points on the 
Atlantie coast. Captain Bristol said that 
there has been no plan proposed to oper- 
ate aircraft carriers with the Atlantic 
Squadron, and that the only planes which 
it is proposed to operate with the squad- 
ron are those carried by the battleships 
and cruisers. He said that the present 
strategical set-up calls for the operation 
of patrol planes from land stations. 

Throughout the day, there was sharp 
cross-questioning by members of the 
committee as to whether or not other sites 
on the Atlantic seaboard might not be as 
suitable for an air base as Jacksonville. 
Admiral Cook and Captain Bristol stood 
firm in their testimony that Jacksonville 
was the best site. Sites suggested by the 
committee ranged from the area above 
Boston, on down the coast to Key West. 

A member of the committee then in- 
jected the personnel angle involved in the 
expansion. Admiral Cook said that he 
hoped to be able to provide every Navy 
plane with two crews. This, he said, 
would require a great many more pilots 
than the Navy now has or is able to ob- 
tain and keep under present law and 
regulation. He was asked whether or not 
enlisted men could be trained to fly patrol 
planes and replied that they lacked the 
educational requirements for navigating 
and operating the giant planes without 
officer personnel aboard. He continued, 
however, to say that the calibre of the 
enlisted pilots of the Navy was very high, 
and that the one squadron operated en- 
tirely by enlisted men, a combat squadron, 
was one of the Navy’s finest air units. 
Concerning the problem of the Navy’s en- 
listed pilots, Admiral Cook said that “the 
warrant rank situation with regard to 
enlisted pilots is very unsatisfactory to 
me as Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 
At present the enlisted pilot cannot rise 
to warrant rank.”

SPORTS AT WEST POINT 

Army’s basketball team after having 
its unbroken string of victories snipped 
by Ohio State last Saturday, reentered 
the winning column Wednesday after- 
noon, when the cadets took George Wash- 
ington University into camp, 50 to 41. 
Starting at a fast pace, Army led at the 
end of the first half, 34 to 13. However, 
the second half saw the Colonials reverse 
their form and turn a rather uninterest- 
ing game into a hard fought contest, as 
Faris, George Washington forward, gave 
a great exhibition of long range shooting 
from outside the Army defense zone, that 
accounted for 7 field goals. 

Continuing its winning spurt, Army 
won from the University of Pennsylvania 
in Philadelphia on Saturday, defeating 
the Red and Blue before a crowd of 7000 
spectators by a score of 53 to 34. Walter 
Brinker paced the cadet attack, account- 
ing for 20 points with 6 field goals and 8 
free throws. Frank Kobes, Army center, 
aided in the scoring with 6 field goals. In 
the first eight minutes, the cadets were 
out in front, 13 to 2, on set shots by 
Brinker, and close-ups by Kobes. The 
half ended with West Point leading 29 
to 10. Although a number of substitutes 
went into the game for Army in the 
second half, the cadets refused to slow 
down, and continued their scoring. 

At home, Army did not fare so well, 
losing to Yale in polo, 12 to 9, and in 
swimming, 49 to 26. Penn State’s grap- 
plers also set back the cadets 17 to 18, 
while the St. John’s freshmen defeated 
the plebes in basketball, 45 to 36. In the 
evening the Boston University hockey 
team defeated the cadets, 5 to 3. How- 
ever, the Army boxers, opening their 
Season with Western Maryland, showed 
prospects for another championship team, 
when they defeated the visitors, 7 to 1, 
taking five of the bouts by the knockout 
route, 

The polo contest was an even match 
until Yale staged a furious drive in the 
final chukker to tally four times, while 
Army was unable to account for more 
than one. Army was ahead at the end 
of the third period, 6 to 5, however, the 
Elis tied the score in the fifth period, 8 
to 8, and went on to win on goals by 
Johnson, Wooley and Corey. Yale rode 
Army ponies throughout the match. 

The Eli swimmers took seven of the 
nine events, including both relays. Good 
was a double winner, taking both the 100 
and 220 free style for high scoring honors. 
A feature of the meet was the diving, 
with Endweiss, Eli ace, defeating Cadet 
Crandall in a hotly contested event. 

Western Maryland’s only victory in 
the boxing meet was Ricker’s technical 
knockout of Toth in the 135 pound class. 








Toth threw his shoulder out of place in 
1:55 of the 1st round, and could not con- 
tinue. The unlimited class saw Harry 
Stella, Captain-elect of the football team, 
win from Petruchi with a_ technical 
knockout. Stella floored his opponent a 
few seconds before the end of the first 
round, and he was still out when the 
gong sounded for the second session. 

Penn State took five of the 8 wrestling 
matches, all by decision. Of Army’s three 
victories, two were by falls, McBride 
throwing Gleason in the 135 pound class 
and Lotozo winning from Elliott in the 
unlimited class. Both falls were made 
with a bar and chancery. 

Boston University came from behind 
in the third period to defeat the Army 
skaters, 5 to 3. Both teams scored once 
in the first period, but the cadets pushed 
two counters through the net in the 
second period to take what seemed to be 
a comfortable lead. Boston came back 
into the game with a rush in the third 
period, scoring a goal in 35 seconds, and 
continuing the pressure, finally scored 
three goals in three minutes in the middle 
of the period to go well ahead.

1300 Attend President's 


The most brilliant and colorful of the 
state levees of the White House social 
season took place Thursday night when 
the President, Commander in Chief of 
the Army and Navy, received the officers 
of the branches of the military service 
stationed in and near Washington, and 
their wives. Approximately 1,300 at- 
tended, 

Since the military personnel in Wash- 
ington has grown to larger proportions 
in recent years the number of guests in- 
vited has to be limited, so that officers 
of high rank only are bidden. In the 
Army no one of lower rank than Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, and in the Navy no one less 
than a Commander is invited to these 
state levees. 

As at all the state receptions, the hour 
was for nine o'clock and a good half hour 
before guests began arriving to be escort- 
ed by the White House aides to the beau- 
tiful East Room to await the appearance 
of the President and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
the Cabinet officers and their wives that 
make up the presidential entourage. 


The flags that adorn the President’s 
study on the second floor—flanking the 
fire place on either side—“Old Glory” 
and his own presidential flag, were 
brought down by a soldier and a sailor, 
and the little ceremony which is always 
held was enacted, the guard taking up 
their positions on either side of the door 
of the Blue Room where the President 
receives. 





The Marine Band, scarlet-coated, was 
as usual stationed in the entrance hall,

and at the approach of the President and 
his party, the head usher gave the signal 
to the leader and the familiar strains of 
“Hail to the Chief” were heard, as to its 
music the Presidential party passed from 
the state dining room, across one end of 
the long corridor, into the Red Room and 
then to the Blue Room. 

All but the President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt and his aides remained behind in 
the Red Room. Though the Secretary of 
War and Mrs. Woodring had already 
greeted the President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
in the family dining room where the 
party assembled, they were the first to 
officially greet them again, as the recep- 
tion began. .

Admiral Cook was then questioned re- 
garding the aviation cadet program as a 
source for supplying the additional pilots 
needed and he said that as at present 
constituted, the aviation cadet program 
would not prove adequate. He said that 
aviation cadets are “of officer calibre,” 
and should be commissioned. He went on 
to say that the Navy aviation cadet pro- 
gram did not offer a youth as much ad- 
vantage as the Army flying cadet pro- 
gram, commenting that “we only offer 
four years,” while, he said, the Army 
offers a longer period and the possibility 
of being commissioned in the Regular 
Army. The Army system of commission- 
ing flying cadets in the reserve also was 
cited by Admiral Cook as a factor work- 
ing in favor of the Army plan. 


He said that he would like to afford 
naval aviation pilots a warrant rank to 
which they can be promoted. Representa- 
tive Vinson interrupted the hearing at 
this point to instruct Admiral Cook to 
have a bill drafted to take care of the 
enlisted pilot and aviation cadet situa- 
tion. Mr. Vinson named Representative 
Melvin Maas, of Minn., to act as liason 
officer between the Navy Department and 
the committee in drafting such a measure. 


Representative Vinson declared that in 
his opinion additional incentive should 
be given the youth of America to enter 
the Navy and become pilots, and that pro- 
vision should be made to give such pilots 
adequate rating and pay. 


He stated that it appeared to him that 
some method should be worked out to 
permit retention of aviation cadets, to 
which Admiral Cook agreed. Representa- 
tive Maas said “and while we are work- 
ing out this plan we should see that they 
(the aviation cadets) are not placed in 
competition with Naval Academy gradu- 
ates for selection.” 

Admiral Cook estimated that in addi- 
tion to enlisted pilots and line officers of 
the Regular Navy on flight duty, 1200 
additional pilots would have to be main- 
tained to meet the needs of the program. 
Representative Vinson observed that “en- 
listed pilots are not getting a square deal, 
and that is a matter of law which we can 
change.” 

Mr. Vinson told Admiral Cook that as 
soon as the committee has finished con- 
sideration of the air base bill, the ques- 
tion of Navy air personnel would be taken 
up. Representative Mott declared that he 
thought that the cadets graduating from 
Pensacola should be commissioned in the 
Naval Reserve. 

On Thursday, Feb. 2, Rear Adm. Ben 
Moreell, Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, took the stand. Admiral 
Moreell presented to the committee de- 
tails of the dredging and other operations 
planned at each of the bases. A sharp 
rift broke in the committee over the selec- 
tion of Jacksonville, Fla., as a southeast- 
ern base. The Navy Department has said 
that Miami would be a more strategical 
location but that the cost of establishment 
would be greater there. 

The committee devoted a major portion 
of the hearing to discussion of the rela- 
tive merits of the two sites and finally 
agreed to make a trip to both locations 
during the week-end of Feb. 10. 

Admiral Moreell told the committee 
that the Navy Department plans to ask 
for $44,000,000 for construction work on 
the bases for the two years 1940-41, and 
for $21,000,000 for the year 1942. 

Representative Maas queried Admiral 
Moreell on the possibility of “roofing 
over” gorges in certain of the mandated 
islands in order to make the resultant 
air and submarine facilities bombproof 
and hard to detect and was told that it 
was very possible at this could be ac- 
complished. Representative Maas said 
that it was his understanding, on compe- 
tent authority, that this has been done on 
at least three islands in the mandated 
group. Admiral Moreell, one of the 
world’s leading authorities on concrete 
construction, said that studies had been 
made and that the plan was feasible. Mr. 
Maas said that the mandated islands 
were for the most part the peaks of sub- 
merged mountains, with water to the 





depth of 15,000 feet surrounding them, 
making the islands ideal sites for naval 
facilities. He stated that he believed that 
it might be possible to “roof over” some 
of the larger inlets in order to provide 
dockage for airplane carriers and battle- 
ships.

Secretary of the Navy and Mrs. Charles 
Edison were next to pass “down the line.” 
Mrs. Swanson came in with the Presi- 
dential party escorted by an aide, but re- 
mained behind in the Red Room, while 
official greetings were going on. 

Members of the Senate Naval and 
Military Affairs committee, and mem- 
bers of the House committee were next 
in order in line, followed by the Chief of 
Staff, General Malin Craig with Mrs. 
Craig ; then the Chief of Naval Operation, 
Admiral William D. Leahy and Mrs, 
Leahy to be followed in turn by the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, Major 
General Thomas Holcomb. Mrs. Holcomb 
is ill and was therefore not present.

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The Infantry Division 
(Continued from First Page) 
tests by the Second Division. But the 
Army will be unable to put its new regi- 
ment into the service until it gets some 
of the weapons called for in modernized 
warfare. The regiments and divisions as 
now constiuted have had no new weapons 
except a few 81 mm. mortars since the 
World War—and this in spite of the fact 
that our Army in its arsenals and labo- 
ratories and those of other nations in the 
field have made many strides in develop- 
ing materiel to meet today’s requirements. 

In most of the past wars the American 
divisions have been patterned after those 
of European Armies. In the World War, 
while the organization followed rather 
generally that of the French and British 
we gave ours considerably more personnel 
because trench warfare lent itself to the 
use of heavy divisions and the high rate 
of attrition in major offensives too quick- 
ly rendered the smaller division inef- 
fective. But in the new division, the War 
Department has sought an organization 
designed specifically for our needs on our 
own shores. It is compact and hardhit- 
ting, utilizing motor vehicles for rapid 
movement of troops and modern weapons 
(when we get them) for increased fire 
power. Whereas the World War Division 
had a strength of about 24,000 our new 
one will have a war strength of only 11,- 
385 officers and men but will have a fire 
power equal to the old larger divisions. 

The weapons required by the service if 
it is to build up the modern divisions re- 
quired by the Initial Protective Force are 
well realized by the Army but their need 
must be impressed upon the Congress and 
the Nation. They include American 
counterparts of those which most Euro- 
pean Armies have been building feverishly 
for some years: heavy artillery such as 
the 105 mm. howitzer of which we now 
have only two in the entire Army; the 
155 mm. field gun of which we only have 
four; modernization of the 75 mm. field 
gun carriage, a supply of the 8-inch 
howitzers, a supply of the Garand semi- 
automatic rifles which not only are to be 
issued to replace the present Springfield 
but also to replace the present Browning 
automatic rifles; the new 37 mm. anti- 
tank gun, the new 37 mm, antiaircraft 
gun; the 81 mm. mortar (we need six to 
a regiment and we now have only 1%) ; 
30 caliber light machine guns; .30 caliber 
heavy machine guns; .50 caliber machine 
guns; both light and heavy tanks; hand 
carts for the transportation of motor-car- 
rier mortars and machine guns when they 
are detrucked in the field ; motor vehicles ; 
modern field ranges ; mapping equipment ; 
radio equipment ; gas masks and chemical 
mortars, 

The country should know that the 
modest program set forth by the Army 
will not give us a large Army but will 
implement the present Divisions so that 
they will be prepared to give effective re- 
sistance behind which the nation could be 
mobilized in an emergency.

Congress Invites Service Leaders 

The Senate and House this week passed 
a joint resolution providing that on March 
4, 1939, the two houses of Congress gather 
in the House of Representatives to ob- 
serve the 150th anniversary of the first 
Congress. In ceremonies contemplated it 
is provided: 

That invitations to attend the exercises be 
extended to the President of the United States 
and the members of his Cabinet, the Chief 
Justice and Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the Diplomatic 
Corps (through the Secretary of State), the 
General of the Armies, the Chief of Staff of 
the Army, the Chief of Naval Operations, the 
Major General Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, and the Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, and such other persons as the joint 
committee on arrangements shall deem 
proper. 

That the President of the United States is 
hereby invited to address the American people 
at the joint session of the Congress in com- 
memoration of the one hundred fiftieth annl- 
versary of the First Congress of the United 
States under the Constitution. 





Germany Increases Navy 


The announcement of German purpose 
to build up the submarine tonnage of the 
Reich to parity with the total tonnage of 
the British Dominions, and to arm two 
10,000-ton cruisers so as to put them into 
the A instead of the B class, is regarded 
as another argument for approval of the 
Naval program pending in Congress. The 
Naval Appropriation bill will not be given 
consideration by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee until after the Army 
Appropriation bill shall have been re- 
ported. As to the latter it is stated the 
testimony thus far taken has convinced 
the members of the subcommittee that 
the War Department’s estimates are mod- 
est in the light of existing conditions. 
Members of the Naval Subcommittee are 
convinced that the Navy Department’s 
estimates are justified by conditions. 

Insofar as Germany’s submarine 
strength is concerned, it is reported that 
it already has reached 45 per cent of the 
British tonnage specified in the Anglo- 
German pact, and in numbers actually 
exceeds the total of the United Kingdom 
and the Dominions. Germany has the 
right under the pact to possess subma- 
rine equality with the British Empire. 
She has built or building 71 underwater 
boats, which displace from 250 to 740 
tons, while Britain has 63 which range 
from 410 to 1850 tons. The combined ton- 
nage of Germany in this type of ships is 
82,832 tons as against 63,504 tons of the 
British vessels. According to the provi- 
sions of the pact, Germany agreed not to 
increase her submarine tonnage unless a 
situation arose justifying such action. 
Apparently in the view of the Hitler gov- 
ernment, the situation of the world today 
justifies equality with the British. This 
developmen is important in view of the 
age-long British policy to be preponderant 
upon the seas. 

One of the causes of the World War 
was the attempt of the Kaiser to chal- 
lenge this supreme arm of British power.

Foreign Airplane Purchases 


The wave of inquiry resulting from the 
injury in an aircraft crash of a member 
of a French commission which is in the 
United States for the purpose of buying 
planes for the French army, continues to 
rise and the ramifications are evident 
throughout the national defense program. 
The Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
headed by Senator Morris Sheppard, of 
Tex., which last week inaugurated an in- 
vestigation of the method whereby for- 
eign governments were buying late-type 
American combat ships, heard General 
Malin Craig, Chief of Staff of the Army 
declare no air devices which the War De- 
partment considers military secrets were 
shown the French mission. 


President Roosevelt yesterday termed 
“a deliberate lie” the report that he had 
placed America’s new defensive frontier 
on the Rhine. Asked by newspaper men 
about the statement he was said to have 
made before the military affairs commit- 
tees, Mr. Roosevelt said no reference was 
made at the meeting to a defensive fron- 
tier in Europe, but that he would like to 
meet the person responsible for the story. 


Pointing to a pile of newspapers on his 
desk, he said all gave erroneous impres- 
sions of administrative aims and inten- 
tions. America’s foreign policy is un- 
changed, he said. It embraces: 1. No en- 
tangling alliances; 2. Encouragement of 
world trade of all nations, including the 
United States; 3. Sympathy with any and 
every effort to bring about reduction in 
armaments; 4, National sympathy with 
the peaceful maintenance of political, 
economic and social independence of all 
nations of the world. 

Asked if the RFC was lending money 
to France to finance their purchase of 
airplanes in America, the President said 
that the French government was paying 
cash for the ships. The question of a re- 
ported survey to determine the feasibility 
of plane sales to South America countries 
was brought up, and Mr. Roosevelt was 
asked if this was not inconsistent with 
the fact that certain plane manufacturers 
were now being prosecuted by the United 
States for having sold planes to Bolivia. 
There is no inconsistency, the President 
replied, because at that time sales were in 
violation of law, Bolivia and Paraguay 
being at War. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 31, President Roose- 
velt called members of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee to the White 
House to discuss the investigation begun 
by the committee. Although members of 
the committee were reluctant to give a 
full account of what transpired at the 
White House meeting, it is reported that 
President Roosevelt discussed with them 
the full reaches of American foreign 
policy in event of a war between the 
totalitarian states and the democracies 
in Europe. At a press conference on Feb. 
27, President Roosevelt said that he and 
his cabinet had some time ago discussed 
the question of French plane purchases 
in this country and found no objection to 
it. He also said that the French pur- 
chases would serve to take up the slack 
in the production of planes by commer- 
cial industry that will occur between the 
time the planes are authorized for the 
expansion of the American air arms, and 
the time such production can actually get 
started. 


A survey of American aircraft plants ts 
reported to reveal that many of them are 
working night and day, on 24-hour shifts, 
with 48 per cent of their output sold 
abroad. 


Meanwhile, within the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee a fight has broken out 
on the question of the holding of secret 
or executive sessions. Led by Senator 
Gerald P. Nye, of N. D., and Senator 
Bennett C, Clark, of Mo., a bloc has been 
formed to force the hearings to be held 
in open session. At yesterday's session 
the committee postponed until next week 
action on four motions dealing with the 
subject of secret sessions. 

Reverberations of the Senate com- 
mittee’s investigation were felt in the 
House when nine Republicans members 
of the minority group of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee issued a state- 
ment attacking “the unneutral actions 
and secret methods employed by the 





President of the United States.” 

In Paris, Guy La Chambre, Air Minis- 
ter, speaking before the Chamber of 
Deputies, told the members that “Our 
contracts in America are meeting our en- 
tire satisfaction,” 

The Senate committee earlier in the 
week heard G. Grant Mason, of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority, tell of rapid 
strides made by Germany in the autogiro 
field and of the great inroads made by 
Germany and Italy in the sale of planes 
to Latin American countries, 

On Feb. 1, debate broke out on the floor 
of the Senate when Senator Nye an- 
nounced that he would not participate in 
any more meetings of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, of which he is a 
member, unless those meetings were held 
in open session. Senator Clark, of Mo., 
joined in the fight to have the hearings 
made public.

Yarnall, USN, and the 
officers and men of the Asiatic Fleet for 
their services during the siege of Shang- 
hai, has been introduced into the House 
of Representatives by Rep. Edith N, 
Rogers of Massachusetts. 


$75,000,000 for Critical Items 


A bill introduced into Congress by Rep. 
Carl Vinson, of Georgia, chairman of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, would 
authorized expenditure of $25,000,000 a 
year during the fiscal years 1940, 1941 
and 1942 for purchase of strategic and 
critical materials lacking in the United 
States.

At first interpreting the tone of Hit- 
ler’s speech as peaceful, the London and 
New York markets responded with ad- 
vances in the prices of stocks. It would 
not be surprising, however, if conditions 
in the markets should become jittery in 
view of the prospects of new demands by 
Mussolini, which Hitler made clear would 
be supported by Germany. The caution of 
investors and speculators at this time is 
shown by the fact that January sales on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 25,185,- 
780 shares, were the smallest since Sep- 
tember, and only a million shares less 
than in January a year ago, Total bond 
sules were the smallest since November, 
and slightly below the figures of January 
of last year, The huge cotton surplus 
continues to bear down the price of the 
staple, and the Agricultural Department 
and the Agricultural Committees are 
considering various plans to get rid of it 
either by remitting the loans made on 
holdings held by farmers or through in- 
ternational agreement to limit the crop 
production throughout the world. In- 
creased competition from the Argentine 
is causing a dwindling of the American 
export market for corn. Tlowever, it is 
primarily the danger of an European war 
which is overshadowing all the markets, 
and in large measure is responsible for 
the inactivity which prevails. Outside of 
foreign developments little occurred dur- 
ing the week to disturb the markets, The 
New York Times measure of industrial 
activity rose slightly in reversal of the 
downward tendency which has been mani- 
fested since mid-December. As an en- 
couraging step toward governmental 
economy, Congress cut the Administra- 
tion's estimate for relief by 150 millions, 
but agreed on factual presentation by the 
President to increase this sum should it 
be necessary. The vote by which the cut 
was made indicates the existence of a 
coalition which will offer opposition to 
further unlimited spending. There is lit- 
tle doubt that the Administration’s de- 
fense program will be approved by Con- 
gress, which will be of help to all indus- 
tries whose products enter into airplanes, 
motors, guns, etc. Construction activity 
is expected to continue, but it is due 
largely to government expenditure. The 
Supreme Court refused to enjoin the TVA 
from continuing its power program, and 
held that the States have the right to de- 
termine whether or not competition be- 
tween that Authority and private utili- 
ties shall be permitted. The States in 
which the TVA operates have authorized 
municipalities and cooperatives to pur- 
chase its power and to sell it at rates de- 
termined by contract with the Agency. 
The decision appears to leave the private 
utilities without legal defenses against 
government competition. The Federal 
Reserve Board in its annual report 
stresses the inflationary danger of our 
lurge excess reserves, and is recommend- 
ing that something be done about the 
actual and potential conflicts of the au- 
thority exercised over banks by various 
Federal and State supervisory bodies. 
The Banks are constantly complaining 
about the harassment to which they are 
subject. A National Bank is regulated 
more or less rigidly by the Comptroller 
of the Currency, the Federal Reserve 
Board, the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, and in some cases by the 
Kteconstruction Finance Corporation, and 
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if the Bank have a state charter, by the 
banking authority of the State. Loans 
made by a Banker may be approved by 
one authority and disapproved by an- 
other, This is pointed to as one of the rea- 
sons for the failure of business to move 
ahead, 





Merchant Marine 


Coincidental with announcement of 
award of contract last week for ten C-3 
combination passenger and cargo vessels, 
cume concrete evidence of the Maritime 
Commission’s determination to have a 
merchant marine—privately operated, if 
possible, but to have a merchant marine. 

For four of the 11,926-ton vessels, to be 
built with diesel engines by Sun SB & DD 
Co,, Chester, Pa., at a cost of $3,167,000 
each, have been allocated to the Seattle- 
Orient trade, This trade is defined as one 
of America’s “essential” trade routes, but 
it has not been served since the American 
Mail Line suspended service last June. 

There are rumors current that the 
Dollar family is going to reorganize the 
Mail Line to re-enter this service. If this 
is so, when the vessels begin to go into 
service GOO days hence, they will be of- 
fered for sule or charter to the operating 
line, and the chances are such a line 
would accept them. 

There also had been rumors when four 
Munson Line passenger ships were put on 
the block last month that American 
l’resident Lines and a Seattle concern 
were going to bid in on several in order 
to start such a service, but bid-opening 
day found the four large vessels still on 
the government’s hands, 

The four new diesels have definitely 
been allocated to the Seattle-Orient ser- 
vice, and that means, according to com- 
mission officials, that if no line is operat- 
ing in the trade when they are completed, 
the commission will operate them itself, 
probably through a managing agent. 

American Mail Lines has five vessels— 
the Presidents Grant, Jackson, Jefferson, 
Madison and McKinley—all about 14,200 
tons, averaging 517 feet in length, but all 
were built in 1921, and consequently have 
nearly reached the 20-year obsolescence 
age. The new C-3’s will be 492 feet long, 
will accommodate about 70 passengers 





and will have a large amount of refrig- 
erated hold space. 

The other six C-3’s, steam propelled, 
will be built by Newport News SB & DD 
Co., at $2,890,000 each. These vessels 
have been assigned to the San Francisco- 
round the world route, which indicates 
that they will be offered when completed 
to American President Lines. 


New Officer Material 

Within one week from the time the 
Miuritime Commission advertised that it 
was seeking applicants for appointment 
as deck and engineer cadets, more than 
1,500 applications were filed with the 
supervisor of cadet training at the com- 
mission. In addition, many queries for 
further information have been received. 

Previously about 15,000 youths had 
filed informal «applications for cadet 
berths aboard government owned and 
subsidized vessels. These applications 
must be converted to formal ones to be 
valid, it was pointed out. 

March 1 is deadline for receipt of ap- 
plications. Competitive examinations will 
then be held in English, American his- 
tory, algebra, plane geometry and physics, 
nnd physical tests will be given. Other 
necessary qualifications are that the can- 
didate be between 17 and 25 years of age, 
be unmarried and have good moral char- 
neter. 

Every Ship a School Ship 

When Congressional Merchant Marine 
and Fishery Committees begin hearings, 
Maritime Commission officials will be on 
hand to ask authorization and funds for 
inauguration of correspondence courses 
which will be available for every licensed 
and unlicensed seaman aboard an Amer- 
icun vessel, 

About $15,000 to $20,000 would be suf- 
ficient for the establishment of such a 
school system, officials estimate. Plans are 
still in a nebulous stage, but a general 
course is being prepared with the as- 
sistance of Felix Reisenburg, author and 
sailor in sail and steam. The printed 
lessons could be available within a few 
months after Congress gives authority, 
and seamen could then begin to study the 
written material and answer the accom- 
panying questions, assisted by ship’s of- 
licers delegated by the master of each 
vessel for that work. Grading of monthly 





tests would be done by the commission, 
and the sailor-students told, not what 
they had correct, but what was wrong 
and why. 


Domestic Commerce Studied 

Expected sometime this month is the 
report on an exhaustive study of inter- 
coastal and coastwise shipping problems 
which wis begun months ago by the com- 
mission’s Section of Special Studies, 
headed by Dr. L. P. Nickell. 

The report will go into every phase of 
domestic shipping, which though freed 
of the foreign competition which must be 
faced by American lines in world com- 
merce, is operating with antiquated ves- 
sels of World War vintage, apparently 
without funds to replace. Among the 
problems to be laid before Congress are 
rate questions, personnel, ships and ship 
construction, finances, and national de- 
fense needs. 

The latter will receive careful consid- 
eration from the viewpoint that national 
defense needs may justify some govern- 
ment support of domestic shipping, if 
only because, as one official commented: 
“If war breaks out, we do have our do- 
mestic ships. They are never in foreign 
ports subject to seizure.” 

rofoundly important from the inter- 
coastal rate standpoint is the 244-year- 
old complaint of intercoastal “A” lines 
that the Shepard Steamship Co. main- 
tains rates which are unreasonably and 
illegally low. Many shippers and ports 
have intervened in the case on which 
hearings were held this week, since a find- 
ing by the commission that Shepard’s 
rates are illegally low, would make it 
necessary for the commission to say what 
rates are legal, or in other words to es- 
tablish minimum rates, not on isolated 
commodities as is now being done pe- 
riodically, but at one step for a whole 
trade.

The Army’s Problems 


Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

In considering the Army and Navy I 
doubt if many people realize the funda- 
mental differences in the character of 
service and, therefore, in the character 
of training that is necessary in each case. 
For example, a sailor fights his battle 
in his home, as it were. The night be- 
fore the fight he sleeps in the same old 
hammock, puts on clean clothes as pro- 
tection against wound infection, eats the 
usual breakfast and takes his accustomed 
He is one of a large team—a ma- 
chine carefully trained, in which each 
human part has certain fixed duties. 
Then, too, the ship is full of buttons that 
may be pressed to produce this or that re- 
sult, in accordance with the installations 
provided by our marvelous American in- 
ventions and industrial resources. When 
the fight develops the sailor, clean, well 
fed, and in familiar surroundings, per 
forms his appointed task. There can be 
no thought of moving to a more salubri 
ous, peaceful locality. You cannot walk 
off a ship. 

Now, compare this with the task of 
the soldier, particularly the infantry 
soldier who bears the full brunt of the 
battle. Whatever we have have in mo 
torization, the last stages of the approach 
to the battle will be on foot, and in the 
dark; stumbling along in the rain and 
mud—inevitable concomitants of a battle. 
As the concentration closes in to the 
actual field of action, the individual 
soldier presses forward, still in the dark, 
and still on unfamiliar ground. He is 
carrying a tremendous load; his meals 
have been scanty, but now are probably 
missing entirely; he is dirty and fre- 
quently filthy, and he is usually stiff with 
cold or almost over-powered with the 
heat and dust.

Now comes the climax, the most diffi 
cult phase of the affair. The troops break 
up into small units here and there, still 
in the dark, on ground they have never 
seen and may never see in the daytime 
Usually this area is under heavy artillery 
fire, and certainly in the future it will be 
under constant air bombing. All these 
disturbances in the dark, on unfamiliar 
ground, have a tremendous psychological 
effect on the hungry, foot-sore, heavily 
burdened doughboy. When the dawn fin 
ally comes, the moment for the advance 
has probably arrived, and in that depres 
sing state the infantry soldier advances 
to meet his enemy. Carrying an extra 
load of ammunition, a cumbersome gas 
mask, his entrenching tools—all these in 
addition to his rifle or principal weapon. 
he enters the fight, the moment for which 
all his training has prepared him. He 
quickly becomes separated from all 
leaders except the corporal, a man very 
much like himself and of only slightly 
higher rank in the military hierarchy. 
Artillery fire from great distances, ma 
chine gun fire from half a mile or more 
away, and the direct resistance of the 
immediate enemy, all are concentrated 
upon him. He seems alone and dependent 
on his individual resources. ‘There is ne 
button for him to press or familiar fix 
‘ure for him to turn to. 

These two utterly different types of 
service naturally require different types 
of discipline, and it should be apparent 
that the soldier, particularly the Infan 
(ry soldier, must be trained to a state of 
discipline that will carry him above ordi 
niry human frailties to endure beyond 
What the ordinary man would think pos 
sible for a human being, and to press 
forward in the face of apparently over 
Whelming odds and destructive forces. 
Nothing less will win a battle. The ordi 
Miry man, however courageous he may be 
#8 an individual, is hopelessly ineffective 
tinder the circumstances described. Wit 
Wess the flascoes of the Revolutionary 
War, the national humiliation of Bladens 
burg near Washington, the rout at Bull 
Run, and some of the other pretty black 
Spots in our military history. The men 
foncerned were probably fine fellows. 
Given the training, they would have re 
teted in an entirely different fashion; 
but the point I wish to make is, land 


battles demand dicipline of a character 


quite different from that suitable for a 
sailor. 

People feel that Army discipline is un- 
duly harsh. It really is not harsh in that 
sense, but it does make it imperative 
that the individual must do what he is 
ordered to do, over and above every per- 
sonal desire or physical reaction, and he 
must automatically submit to leadership, 
which may at times even appear mislead- 
ing. There are abundant opportunities 
to develop individual initiative and back- 
hone, but an order must be just that- 
something to be obeyed without question, 
just as it is on the football field. 


Similar comparison might be drawn re- 
garding the operating procedure of the 
Army and Navy. The ship and the fleet 
ure quite different things from the Divi- 
sion and the Field Army, as to leader 
ship and us to technique. In time of peace 
the Navy has a great fleet in actual be- 
ing, with all its subsidiary organizations. 
The Army is largely on paper, and the 
larger portion of it resides in the forty- 
nine States, engaged in civil pursuits and 
under the peace-time direction of forty 
nine Governors. A whisper of command 
from the Admiral of the Fleet percolates 
with magic rapidity down to the most 
humble sailor in the hold. But peace 
time Army orders in that sense cannot 
he given at all except as to the Regular 
forces, Which form but a small portion 
of the whole. 


The ship afloat is a great machine, and 
while we speak of troops being handled 
us a machine, it is a matter of small or 
sanizations scattered over a broad ter 
rain, most of which has been occupied 
for the first time in the dark. The co 
ordination of artillery, far to the rear, 
for its fire on the front of the advancing 
infantry is a difficult and dangerous busi- 
ness; the communications are not fixed 
in place by some great electrical com 





pany, but have to be hurriedly laid over 
unfamiliar country in the dark to enable 
the Infantry, Artillery, Tanks, and the 
other services to be tied into the com- 
mand. Radio helps, but cannot be de- 
pended upon. It is all a very complicated 
business and requires a tremendous 
amount of practical experience, of which 
we get but little in time of peace. 

In these days of motorization and 
mechanization, tremendous distances are 
involved in very short periods of time. 
But the Government does not own suffi 
cient land and it is next to impossible 
to obtain other suitable terrain for train 
ing, with the funds available and the 
complications involved in obtaining au 
thority from private owners. Fortunately 
for the Navy, they do not have to rent 
the ocean, just as the Air Service is not 
restricted in its training activities. But 
for the ground forces, it is a very pres 
sing question today as to just how to 
manage appropriate training with the 
limitations as to terrain and funds. In 
this connection, there is also the question 
of the employment of the National Guard 
in training, for which there is only a 
total of two weeks’ field work a year, in 
cluding the time consumed in going and 
returning from the maneuver areas, 
These men naturally arrive with soft 
muscles, unaccustomed to the rigors of 
field service; and in two weeks you can 
not develop the desired physical stamina 
without grave risks to health. This is but 
another complication in our military 
training problem little understood by the 
veneral public.
